whoſe firm exertions have reſtored us to that liberty, from 
which happinſs is inſeparable. 

The Engliſh at every period appear to have entertained 
the higheſt contempt for the Irith “. Nor is there an hiſtorian 
among them who has treated us, or our affairs, with impar- 
tiality ; nay, even Giraldus Cambrenſis, who attended Henry 
II. in his expedition here, as Hiftoriographer, bas aſcribed 
Mac Murragh's expulſion to an affair of gallantry +, when in 
fact, it was the tyranny he exerciſed over his ſubjects, as may 
more fully appear in Lord Lyttleton's hiſtory of Henry II. 
on authorities furniſhed by that venerable hiſtorian, Charles 
O' Conor, Eſq; from whoſe lips I have had a further corrobo- 
ration ef this aflertion. 

King Henry having obtained a bull from Pope Adrian, 
his countryman, for the inveltiture of this kingdom, I fhall 
preſent it to my readers, as a proof of the miſerable ſaper- 
ſtition, groſs ignorance, and Papal authority of thoſe days; 
and, above all, the religious pretext for the invaſion. 


« ADRIAN, Bithop, ſervant of the ſervants of God, to 
his deareſt fon in Chriſt the illuſtrious King of England, 
greeting and apoſtolic benediction. 

«+ Full laudably and profitably hath your magnificence con- 
ceived the deſign of propagating your glorious renown on 
carth, and completing your reward of eternal happineſs in 
Heaven; while, as a catholic prince, ou are intent on en- 
farging the borders of the church, teaching the truth of the 
Chriſtian faith to the ignorant and rude, exterminating the

Even the refined Cheſterfield, of graceful memory, who dwelt long 
amongſt us, in a letter to the Biſhop of Waterford, repreſents one of our

As the conqueſt of Ireland by Henry the Second, is an ex- 
preflion frequent in the mouths of the Engliſh, I ſhall ad- 
duce Mr. Molyneux's obſervations on this ſubject: 


& I come to enquire, whether Ireland might be properly 
ſaid to be conquered by King Henry II. or by any other 
Prince in any ſucceeding rebellion. And here we are to un- 
derſtand by conqueſt, an acquiſition of a Kingdom by force of 
arms, to which force likewiſe has been oppoſed 5 if we are to un- 
derſtand conqueſt in any other ſenſe, I ſee not of what uſe it 
can be made againſt IreJand's being a free country. I know 
conqueſius ſignifies a peaceable acquiſition, as well as an hoſ- 
tile ſubjugating of an enemy. Vid. Spelman's Gloſ. And 
in this ſenſe William I. is called the Conqueror, and many of 
our Kings have uſed the epocha poft congugſtum. And ſo like- 
wiſe Henry II. ſtiled himtelf congugſor & dominus Hiberniæ; 
but that his conqueſt was no violent ſubjugation of this king- 
dom, is manifeſt fem what foregoes *: for here we have an 
intire and voluntary ſubmiſſion of all the eccleſiaſtical and 
civil ſtates of Ireland, to King Henry II. without the leaſt 
hoſtile ſtroke on any ſide: we hear not in any of the chroni- 
cles of any violence on either part; all was tranſacted with 
the greateſt quiet, tranquility, and freedom imaginable, J 
doubt not but the barbarous people of the iſland at that time, 
were ſtruck with fear and terror of King Henry II's power: 
ful force which he brought with him; but ſtill their eaſy and 
voluntary ſubmiſſions, exempts them from the conſequents of 
an hoſtile conqueſt, whatever they are; where there is no op- 
poſition, ſuch a conqueſt can take no place. 

„I have before taken notice of Henry II's uſing the ſtile 
of congueſtor Hibernie ; I preſume no argument can be drawn 
from hence, for Ireland's being a conquered country; for 
we find that many of the Kings of England have uſed the 
æra of poſt congueſlum ; Edward III. was the firſt that uſed it 
in England, and we frequently meet with Henricus poſt con- 
queftum quartus, &c. as taking the Norman invaſion of Wil- 
liam I. for a conqueſt. But I believe the people of England 
would take it yery ill to be thought a conquered nation, in 
the ſenſe that ſome impoſe it on Ireland: and yet we find the 
ſame reaſon in one caſe, as in the other, if the argument 
from the King's ſtile of congugſtor prevail. Nay, England 
may be ſaid much more properly to be conquered by Wil-

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liam I. than Ireland by Henry II: for we all know with 
what violence and oppoſition from Harold, King Wi liam ob- 
tained the kingdom, after a bloody battle nigh Haſtings. 
Whereas Henry II. received not the leaſt ꝓppoſition in Ire- 
land; all came in peaceably, and had large conceſſions made 
them of the like laws and liberties with the people of Eng- 
land, which they gladly accepted, as we ſhall ſee hereatter. 
But I am fully ſatisfied, that neither King William I. in his 
acquiſition of England, or Henry II. in his acqueit of Ire- 
land, obtained the leaſt title to what forme would give to con- 
querors. Though for my own part, were they conquerors 
in a ſenſe never ſo ſtrict, I ſhould enlarge this prerogative 
very little or nothing thereby. | 

% Another argument for Henry II's hoſtile conqueſt of 


Ireland, is taken from the oppoſition which the natives of 


Ireland gave to the firſt adventurers, Fitz-Stephens, Fitz- 
Gerald, and Earl Strongbow; and the battles they fought in 
aſſiſting Mac Murragh, Prince of Leinſter, in the recovery of 
his principality. 

is certain there were ſome conflicts between them and 
the Iriſh, in which the latter were conſtantly beaten; but cer- 
tainly the conqueſts obtained by thoſe adventurers, who came 
over only by the King's licenſe and permiſſion, and not at ail 
by his particular command (as is manifeſt from the words of 
the letters patents of licenſe recited by Giraldus Cambrenſis, 
ib. expug. page 760. Edit. Franc. 1603. Angl. Norm. Hier. 
Camd.) can never he called the conqueſt of Henry LI. eſpe- 
cially conſidering that Henry II. himſelf does not appear to 
have any deſign of coming into Ireland, or obtaining the 
dominion thereof, when he gave to his ſubjects of England 
this licenſe of aſſiſting Mac Murragh. But I conceive ra- 
ther the contrary appears, by the ſtipulations between Mac 
Murragh, and the adventurers; and eſpecially between him 
and Stronghow, who was to ſucceed him in his principality. 
From what foregoes, I preſume it appears that Ireland 
cannot properly be ſaid ſo to be conquered by Henry II. 


as to give the parliament of England any juriſdiction over 
us; it will much more eaſily appear, that the Engliſh victo- 


nes, in any ſucceeding rebellions in that kingdom, give no 


Pretence to a conqueſt : if every ſuppreſſion of a rebellion 


may be called,a conqueſt, I know not what conntry will be 
excepted. The rebellions in England have been frequent; 
in the conteſts between the houſes of York and Lancaſter, one 
ſide or other mult needs be rebellious. I am ſure the commo- 


tions

vions in King Charles Ps time, are ſtiled ſo by moſt hiſto— 


rians. Tis pretence therefore of conqueit from rebellions, 
has fo little colour in it, that I {hill not inftit longer on it: 
I know conquelt is an hateful word to Engliſh ears, and we 
have lately ſeen a book “ undergo a ſevere cenſure, for offer- 
ing to broach the do&rin F conqueſl in the free kingdom of Lng- 
land. 

« But, to take of all pretence from this title by conqueſt, 
J come in the third place to enquire, what title conqueſt gives by 
the law of nature and reaſon. 

cc And i in this particular I conceive, that if the aggreſſor 
or inſulter invades a nation unjul-, he can never thereby 
have a right over the conquered : this ji ſuppoſe will be rea- 
dily granted by all men: if a villain, with a piſtol at my 
breaſt, makes me convey my ellate to him, no one will ſay 
that this gives him any right and yer juſt ſuch a title as this 
has an unjult conqueror, who with 2 ſword at my throat 
forces me into ſubmiihon ; that is, forces me to part with my 
natural eſtate, and birth- right. of being governed only by 
Jaws to which I give my conſent, and not by his will, or th: 
will of any other, 

« Let us then ſuppoſe a juſt in vader, one that has right on 
his fide to attack a nation in an ho{ti.e manner; and that thoſe 
who oppote him are in the wrong: let us then ſee what pow er 
he gets, and over whom. 

« Firſt, Tis plain he gets by his conqueſt no power over 
thoſe who conquered with kim; they that ſought on his ſide, 
whether as private foldicrs or commanders, cannot ſuſfer by 
the conqueſt, but muſt at leaſt be as much freemen, as they 
were before: if any loſt their freedom by the Norman con- 
queſt, (ſuppoſing King William I. had right to invade Eng- 
land) it vas only the Saxons and Britains, and not the Nor- 
mans that conquered with him. In like manner ſuppoſing 
Henry II. had right to invade this iſland, and that he had 
been oppoſed therein by the inhabitants, it was only the an- 
tient race of the Triſh, that could ſuffer by this ſubjugation ; 
the Englifh and Britains; that came over and conquered with 
him, retained all the freedoms and immunities of free- born 
ſubjects; they, nor their deſcendants, 'could not in reaſon 
loſe theſe, for being ſucceſsful and victorious; for ſo, the 
ſtate of both conquerors and conquered ſhall be equally ſla- 

vith, Now, it was manifeſt that the great body of the pre-

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ſent pcoplefot Ireland, are the progeny of the Engliſh and 
Britains, that from time to time have come over Jato thi: 
kingdom; and there remains but a meer handful of the an- 
tient Iriſh at this day; | may ſay, not one in a thouſand: ſo 
that if , or any body elle, claim the like freedoms with the 
natural born ſubjeRs of England, as being deſcended from 
them, it will be tmpoſlible to prove the contrary. I conclud” 
therefore, that a juſt conqueror gets no power, but only over 
thoſe who have actually afliſted in that unjuſt force that 15 
uſed aga inſt him. 

« And as thoſe that joined with the conqueror in a juſt in- 
vaſion, hath loit no right by the conquett ; ſo neither have 
thoſe of tlie country who oppoſed him not: this ſeems ſo 
reaſonable at firſt propoſal, that it wants little proot. All 
that gives title in a juſt conquelt, is the oppoſers uling brutal 
force, and quitting the law of reaſon, and uſing the law of 
violence; whereby the conqueror 1s entitled to ule him as a 
beaſt ; that is, kill him or entlave him. | 

« Secondly, Let us conſider what power that is, which a 
rightful conqueror has over the ſubdued oppoſers : and this 
we ſhall find extends little farther than over the lives of the 
conquered ; I ſay little farther than over their lives; for how 
far it extends to their eſtates, and that it extends not at all to 
deprive their poſterity of the freedoms and immunities to 
which all mankind have a right, I thall ſhew preſeatly. That 
the juſt conqueror has an abſolute power over the lives and 
hberties of the conquered, appears trom hence, becauſe the 
conquered, by putting themselves in a ſtate of war, by uting 
an unjuſt force, have thereby forfeited their lives. For quit- 
ting reaſon (which is the rule hetween man and man) and uſ- 
ing force (which is the way of beaſts) they become liable to 
be deſtroyed by him againſt whom they ule force, as any ſa- 
vage wild bealt, that is dangerous to Ins being. 

And this is the caſe of rebels in a ſettled commonwealth. 
who forfeit their lives on this account But as for torteiting 
their eſtates, it depends on the municipal laws of the king- 
dom. But we are now enquiring what the conſequents v 111 
be between two conteſting nations. 

Which brings me to conſider how far a juſt conquerus 
has power over the poſterity and eſtates of the conquered. 

As to the poſterity, they not having joined or aſhited in 
the forcible oppoſition of the conqueror”s juſt arms, can lost 
no benefit thereby. It is unreaſonable any man ſhould be 
punithed but for his own fault. Mau being a free agent, is

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only anſwerable for his own demerits ; and as it would be 
highly unjuſt to hang up the father for the ſon's offence, ſo 
the converſe is equally unjuſt, that the fon ſhould ſuffer any 
inconvenience for tne father's crime. A father hath not in 
himſelf a power over the life or liberty of his child, ſo that 
no a& of his can poſſibly forfeit it. And though we find in 
the municipal laws of particular kingdoms, that the ſon loſes 
the father's eſtate for the rebellion or other demerit of the 
father, yet, this is conſented and agrecd to, for the public 
ſafety, and for deterring the ſuhjects from certain enormous 
crimes, thac would- be highly prejudicial to the common- 
wealth. And to ſuch conſtitutions the ſubjeRs are bound to 
ſubmit, having conſented to them, though it may be unrea- 
ſonable to put the like in execution between nation and nation, 
in the ſtate of nature: for in ſettled governments, property 
in eſtates is regulated, bounded and determined by the laws 
of the commonwealth, conſented to by the people; ſo that 
in theſe, tis no injuſtice for the ſon to loſe his patrimony for 
his father's rebellion or other demerit. 


If therefore the poſterity of the conquered, are not to 
ſuſler for the unjuſt oppoſition given to the victor by their an- 


ceſtors, we ſhall find little place for any power of the con- 
querors over the eſtates of the ſubdued. The father, by his 
miſcarriages and violence, can forfeit but his own life ; he 
involves not his children in his guilt or deſtruction. His 


N which nature Four willeth the preſervation of all man- 


ind as far as poſſible) hath made to belong to his children to 
ſuſtain them, do ſtill continue to belong to his children. Tis 
true, indeed, it uſually happens that damage attends unjuft 
force; and as far as the repair of this damage requires it, ſo 
far the rightful conqueror may invade the goods and eſtate 
of the conquered ; but when this damage js made up, his title 
to the goods ceaſes, and the reſidue belongs to the wife and 
children of the ſubdued. | 
« It may ſeem a ſtrange doctrine, that any one ſhould have 
2 power over the life of another man, and not over his eſtate ; 
but this we find every day; for though I may kill a thief that 
fets on me in the high- way, yet I may not take away his mo- 
ney ; for it is the brutal force the aggreſſor has uſed, that 
gives his adverſary a right to take away his life, as a noxious 
creature: but it is only damage ſuſtained, that gives title to 
another man's goods. 
« It muſt be conſeſſed, that the practice of the world is 
otherwiſe, and we commonly ſee the congueror (whether juſt 
or 
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to forcibly, that it needs no farther proof. I ſhall therefore 
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or unjuſt) by the force he has over the conquered, compels 
them with a ſword at their breaſt to ſtoop to his conditions, 
and ſubmit to ſuch a government as he pleaſes to afford them. 
But we enquire not now, what is the practice, but what right 
there is to do ſo. If it be ſaid, the conquered ſubmit by their 
own conſent: then this allows conſent neceſſary to give the 
conqueror a title to rule over them. But then we may en- 
quire whether promiſes, extorted by force without right, can 
be thought conſent, and how far they are obligatory; and 1 
humbly conceive they bind not at all. He thag forces my 
horſe from me, ought preſently to reſtore him, and I have 
ſill a right to retake him: So he that has forced a promiſe 
from me, onght preſently to reſtore it, that is, quit me of 
the obligation of it; or I may chuſe whether I will perform it 
or not: for the law of nature obliges us only by the rules ſhe 
preſcribes, and therefore cannot oblige me by the violation of 
her rules; ſuch is the extorting any thing from me by force. 

% From what has been ſaid, I preſume it pretty clearly ap- 
pears, that an unjuſt conqueſt gives no title at all; that a juſt 
conqueſt gives power only over the lives and liberties of che 
actual oppoſers, but not over their poſterity or eſtates, other- 
wiſe than as before is mentioned; and not at all over thoſe 
that did not concur in the oppoſition. 

„% They that defire a more full diſquiſitian of this matter, 
may find it at large in an incomparable treatiſe concerning the 
true original, extent, and end of civil government, chap. 16. This 
diſcourſe is ſaid to be written by my excellent friend, John 
Locke, Eſq. Whether it be ſo or not, I know not; this I 
am ſure, whoever is author, the greateſt genius in Chriſten- 
dom need not diſown it. 

But granting that all we have ſaid in this matter is 
wrong, and granting that a conqueror, whether juſt or un- 
juſt, obtains an abſolute arbitrary dominion over the perſons, 
eltates, lives, liberties, and fortunes of all thoſe whom he 
finds in the nation, their wives, poſterity, &c. ſo as to make 
perpetual ſſaves of them and their generations to come; let 


us next enquire whether conceſſions granted by ſuch a victo- 


rious hero, do not bound the exorbitancy of Bis power, and 
whether he be not obliged ſtrictly to obſerve theſe grants. 

* And here I believe no man of common ſenſe or juſtice, 
will deny it : none that has ever conſidered the law of nature 
and nations, can poſſibly heſitate on this matter; the very 
propoſing it, ſtrikes the ſenſe and common notions of all men 


inſiſt 
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inſiſt no longer on it, but haſten to conſider how far this is 
the caſe of Ireland : and that brings me naturally to the 
fourth particular propoſed, viz. To thew by precedents, re- 
cords, and hiſtory, what conceſſions and grants have been 
made from time to time to the people of Ireland, and by what 
ſteps the laws of England came to be introduced into this 
kingdom. 

We are told by Matth. Paris, hiſtoriographer to Henry 
III. that Henry II. a little before he left Ireland, in a public 


aſſembly and council of the Iriſh at Liſmore, did cauſe the 


Iriſh to receive, and ſwear to be governed by the laws of Eng- 
land : Rex Henricus (faith he) antequam ex Hibernia redi- 
ret apud Liſmore concilium congregavit ubi leges Angliæ 
© ſunt ab omnibus graranter receptæ, & juratoria cautione 
preſtita confirmatæ. Vid. Matth. Paris, ad An. 1172. Vit. 
* 
& And not only thus, bat if we may give credit to Sir Ed- 
ward Cook, in the 4th inſtit. eap. 1. and 76. and to the in- 
ſcription to the Iriſi Modus tenend: parliamentum, it will clearly 
Appear, that Henry II. did not only ſettle the laws of England 
in Ireland, and the juriſdiction eccleſiaſtical there, by the vo- 
Tuntary acceptance and allowance of the nobility and clergy, 
but did likewiſe allow them the freedom of holding of parlia- 
ments in Ireland, as a ſeparate and diſtint kingdom from 
England ; and did then ſend them a modus to direct them 
how to hold their parliaments there: the title of which modus 
runs thus : | 
Henricus rex Angliæ conqueſtor & dominus Hiberniæ, 
&c. mittit hanc formam archiepiſcopis, epiſcopis, ab- 
batibus, prioribus, comitibus, baronibus, juſticiariis, 
vicecomitibus, majoribas, - præpoſitis, mmiſtris, & om- 
nibus fidelibus ſuis terræ Hiberniæ tenendi parliamen- 
tum. In primus ſummonitio parliamenti præcedere 
debet quadraginta dies. And ſo forth. | 
c This modus is faid to have been ſent into Ireland by 
Henry II. for a direction to hold their parhaments there. 
And the ſenſe of it agrees for the moſt part with the modus 
tenendi parl. in England, faid to have been allowed by William 
the conqueror, when he obtained that kingdom ; where *tts 
alter'd, 'tis only to fit it the better for the kingdom of Ire- 
land. 
„I know very well the antiquity of this modus, ſo ſaid to 
be tranſmitted for Ireland by Henry II. is queſtion'd 12 _

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learned antiquaries, particularly by Mr. Selden “ and F Mr. 
Pryn, who deny alſo the Englith modus as well as this. But 
on the other hand, my Lord Chief Juſtice Cook, in the 4th 
inſtit. page i2, and 349, does ſtrenuouſly aſſert them both. 
And the late reverend and learned Dr. Dopping, Bithop of 
Meath, has publiſh'd the Iriſh modus, with a vindication of 
its antiquity and authority in the preface, | 

There ſeems to me but two objections of any moment 
raiſed by Mr. Pryn againſt theſe modi. The one relates both 
to the Eugliſh and Iriſh modus; the other chiefly ſtrikes at the 
Iriſh. He ſays the name parliament, ſo often found in theſe 
modi, was not a name for the great council of England known 
ſo early as theſe modi pretend to. I confeſs I am not pre- 
pared to diſprove this antiquary in this particular: but to me 
it ſeems reaſonable enough to imagine that the name parlia- 
ment, came in with William the conqueror : 'tis a word per- 
fectly French, and I ſee no regſon to doubt its coming in with 
the Normans. The other objection affects our Irifi modus, 
for he tells us, That Sheriffs were not eſtablith' in Ireland, in 
Hznry II's time, when this modus was pretended to be ſent 
hither ; yet we find the word vicecomes therein. To this I 
can on!v anſwer, that Henry II. intending to eſtabliſh in Ire- 
land the Eng! orm of government, as the firſt, and chief 
ſtep thereto, he ſent them directions for holling of parlia- 
ments, deſigning afterwards by degre2s, and in due time, to 
ſettle the other conſtitutions, agreeable to ths wodel of Eng- 
land. If therefore England had then Sheriffs, we need not 
wonder to find them named in the Iriſh modus, tho' they 
were not as yet eſtabliſh'd amongſt us, for they were deſigned 
to be appointed ſoon after, and before the modus could be 
put regularly in execution; and accordingly we find them ei- 
tabliſh'd in ſome counties of Ireland, in King John's time. 

« 'This Iriſh modus is ſaid to have been in the cuſtody of 
Sir Chriſtopher Preſton of Clane in Ireland, An. 6. Hen. 4. 
and by Sir John Talbot, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, under 
King Henry IV. It was exemplify'd by Inſpeximus under 
the great ſeal of Ireland, and the exemplification was ſome- 
times in the hands of Mr. Hackwel of Lincoln's Inn, and 
by him was communicated to Mr. Selden. 'The tenor of 
which exemplification runs thus : |

6 Now we can hardly think it credible (ſays the Biſhop of 
Meath) that an exemplification could have been made ſo ſo- 
lemnly of it by King Henry IV. and that it ſhould refer to a 
modus tranſmitted into Ireland by King Henry II. and affirm 
that it was produced before the Lord ee and Council 
at Trim, if no ſuch thing had been done: this were to call 
in queſtion the truth of all former records and tranſactions, 
and make the exemplification contain an egregious falſhood 
in the body of it. 

« The Rev. Biſhop of Meath, in his fore- cited preface, 
does believe, that he had obtain'd the very original record, 
faidiby my Lord Cook to have been in the hands of Sir Chriſ- 
topher Preſton: it came to that learned Prelate's hands, 
amongſt other papers and manuſcripts of Sir William Dom- 
vile, late Attorney General in this kingdom, who, in his life- 
time, upon an occaſional diſcourſe with the Biſhop concern- 
ing it, told him, that this record was beſtow'd on him (Sir 

illiam Domvile) by Sir James Cuffe, late deputy Vice-trea- 
ſurer of Ireland, that Sir James found it among the papers 
of Sir Francis Aungier, maſter of the rolls in this kingdom ; 
and the preſent Earl of Longford (grandſon to the ſaid Sir 
| Francis 
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Francis Aungier) told the Biſhop, that his ſaid grandfather 
had it out of the Treatury of Waterford. 

« Whilſt I write this, I have this very record now before me, 
from the hands of the ſaid Biſhop of Meath's fon, my nephew, 
Samuel Dopping ; and I muſt conſeſs it has a venerable an- 
cient appearance; but whether it be the true original record, 
T leave on the arguments produced for its credit by the ſaid 
Biſhop. 

« This I am ſure of, That whether this be the very record 
tranſmitted hither by King Henry IT. or not; yet 'tis molt 
certain, from the unanimous conceſſions of all the fore-men- 
tioned antiquaries, Cook, Selden, Pryn, &c. that we have had 
parliaments in Ireland very ſoon after the invaſion of Henry 
II. For Pryn confeſſes that“ King Henry II. after his con- 
queſt of Ireland, and the general voluntary ſubmiſſion, ho- 
mages, and fealties of _eh of the Iriſh kings, prelates, no- 
bles, cities, and people, to him, as to their Sovereign Lord 
and King, anno 1170 (it ſhould be 1172) held therein a ge- 
neral council of the clergy at Caſhel, wherein he rectify'd 
many abuſes in the church, and eſtabliſh'd ſundry eccleſiaſti- 
cal laws, agreeable to thoſe in the church of England; Ec- 
cleſiæ illius ſtatum ad Anglicanz eccleſiæ forman redigere 
mo dis omnibus elaborando: To which the Iriſh clergy pro- 
miſed conformity, and to obſerve them for time to come, as 
7 Giraldus Cambrenſis, who was then in Ireland, and other 1 
hiſtorians, relate: Et ut ſingulis obſervatio ſimilis regnum 
5 colligaret utrumque? (that is England and Ireland) * paſſim 
omnes unanimi voluntate communi aſſenſu, pari deſiderio 
regis imperio ſe ſubjiciunt, omnibus igitur hoc modo con- 
ſummatis, in concilio habito apud Litmore leges Angliz ab 
omnibus ſunt gratantur receptæ, & juratorio cautione præſ- 
tita confirmatæ 9, ſays Matthew Paris.

The Magna Charta of Ireland coming next to hand, I 
inſert it with the tranſlation, that my countrymen may fee 
bow far they have enjoyed thoſe privileges, which a lifter 
nation in herſelf holds ſacred. 

At rhe inftunce of William Earl Marſhal, this Charter was 
granted us, by Henry III. who at the fame time, in the molt 
1lenzu manner, ratified the Britith one *.

* In the year 1253, there was aſſembled a very full parliament, to 
whom King Henry III. promiſed to ratify Magna Charta, and faithfully 
to obſerve all the articles of it, which King John and he at his corona- 
tion, and often ſigce, had ſworn to obſerve, and this was done in the 
molt ſolemn and ceremonial manner that could be deviſed; for the King, 
with all the great nobility of England, all the Biſhops and chief Prelates 
in their ornaments, with burning candles in their hands aſſembled to 
hear the terrible ſentence of excommunication upon all the infringers of 
the ſame, and at the lighting of thoſe candles, the King bearing one in 
his hand, gave it to one of the Prelates, ſaying, ** It becomes not me, 
who am no Prieſt, to hold this candle, my 3 ſhall be a greater teſti- 
mony;“ and withal laid his hand on his breaſt the whole time the ſen- 
tence was reading ; which done, the Charter of King John's father was 
read, In the end having thrown away their candles they cried out, 
* So let them who incur this ſentence be extinct, and ſtink in hell.“

Hexzy by the grace of God, King of England, Duke of 
Normandy, &c. To the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, Earls, 
Barons, Juſtices, Foreſters, Viſcounts, Provoſts, Miniſters, 
and to all his Bailiffs and his Lieges, greeting. Know ye, 
that We-by the grace of God, and for the ſaving of our ſouls, 
and the ſouls of all our anceſtors, and of our heirs, and for 
the honour of God, and the ſafety of our holy church, and 
for the amendment of our government, by the advice of our 
venerable fathers, Saint Martin Lord of Gaul, &c. Peter 
Wintan, L. of Saint Aſaph, J. Bathon, and Glaſtom, W. 
Coventr, 8. Exon, R. Ciceſter, W. Roffen, H. London, 
Menevens Bangor and 8. Hygorn, and of Biſhops and Noble - 
men, William Marſhal Earl of Pembroc, Ranulph Earl of 
Cheſter, William de Ferrar Earl of Derby, William Earl of 
Albemarle, Hubert de Burgo, &c. > 

. Have 
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1. Have in the firſt place granted to God, and confirmed 


dy this our preſent Charter, for us and for our heirs for ever, 
That the churches of Ireland ſhall be free, and ſhall enjoy 
their rights and franchiſes entirely and fully. 

II. We have alſo granted to all the freemen of our king— 


dom, for us and for our heirs for ever, all the liberties here- 


after mentioned, to have and to hold to them and their heirs 
of us and of our heirs. 

III It any of our Earls, our Barons, or others that hold 
of us in chief by the knight-ſervice die, and at the time of 
his death his heirs be of full age, and relief be due, he thall 
have his inheritance by the antient relief; to wit, the heir or 
heirs of an Earl, for an entire Earldom, C. pounds ; the heir 
or heirs of a Baron, for an entire barony, C. marks,; the 
heir or heirs of a knight, for a knight, for a whole Knight's 
fee, C. thillings at moſt: and where leſs is due, leſs thall be 
paid, according to the antient cuſtoms of the ſeveral tenures. 

IV. The guardians of the land of ſuch heirs being within 
age, ſhall take nothing out of the land of the heirs, but only 
the reaſonable profits, reaſonable cuſtoms, and reaſonable fer- 
vices, and that without making deſtruction or waite of men 
or goods; and if we ſhall have committed the cuſtody of the 
land of any ſuch heir to a Viſcount, or any other who is to 
account to us for the profits of the land, and that ſuch com- 
mittee make deſtruction or waſte, we will take of him amends, 


and the land ſhall be committed to two lawful and good men 


of that fee, who thall account for the profits to us, or to ſuch 
as ws ſhall appoint. And if we ſhall give or ſell to any per- 
ſon, the cuſtody of the lands of any ſuch heir, and ſuch donee 
or vendee make deſtruction or waſte, he ſhall loſe the cuſtody, 
and it ſhall be committed to two lawtul, ſage, and good men, 
who ſhall account to us for the ſame, as aforeſaid. 

V. And the guardian, whillt he has cuſtody of the heir's 
land, ſhall maintain the houſes, parks, ponds, pools, wills, 
and other appurtenances to the land, out of che profits of ihe 
land itſelf; and ſhall reſtore to the heir, when he ſhall be ot 
full age, his land well ſtocked, with ploughs, barns, and e 
like, as it was when he received it, and as che profits wil raa-

band were ſeized of the day of her huſband's death: and the 
ſhail remain in her huſband's houſe forty days after his death;

VIII. No widow ſhall be compelled to marry if ſhe be deſir- 
ous to live ſingle, provided ſhe give ſecurity not to marry 
without our leave, if ſhe hold of us, or without the Lord's 
leave of whom ſhe holds, if ſhe hold of any other. 

IX. We nor our Bailiffs will not ſeize the lands or rents

Soon after the Bill of Rights had paſſed in England, the 
following heads of a ſimilar one, for this kingdom, were pre- 
ſented for tranſmiſſion by our parliament to Lord Capel, then 
Lord Deputy of Ireland, on the 14th of October, 1695, 


of which no more was heard. 


HEADS of a BILL of RIGHTS. 


I. That the pretended power of ſuſpending of laws, by 
regal authority, without conſent of parliament, is illegal. 

II. That the pretended power of diſpenſing with Jaws, 
or the execution of laws by legal authority, as hath been aſ- 
ſumed or exerciſed, is illegal. 

III. That levying money for, or to the uſe of the crown, 
by pretence of prerogative, without grant of parhament, 
for longer time, or in other manner than the ſame is, or ſhall 
be granted, 1s illegal. | 

IV. That it is the right of the ſubjects to petition the King, 
or the chief governor, or governors of this kingdom, for 
the time being, and all commitments or proſecutions, or 
threats for ſuch petition, are illegal. 

V. That the ſubjects which are proteſtants may have arms 
for their defence ſuitable to their conditions, and as allowed 
by law. 

VI. That the elections of member of parliament ought to 
be free. 

VII. That the freedom of ſpeech, and debates on procced- 
ings in parliament, ought not to be impeached, or queltioned, 
in any place out of parliament. | 

VIII. That juries ought to be duly impannelled and re- 
turned ; and jurors which paſs upon men in trials for high 
treaſon, ought to be ſreeholders. 

IX. That all grants and promiſes, fines and forfeitures of 
particular perſons before conviction, are illegal and void. 

X. That for redreſs of all grievances in this kingdom, 
and for amending, ſtrengthening and preſerving the laws, 
parliaments ought not to be diflolved, as they have been in 
the late reigns. 5 

XI. That che free quartering ef ſoldiers on any of thts 
kingdom, in time of peace, is arbitrary and illegal. 5

TRANSLATION. 


Edward by the grace of God, King of England and France, 
and Lord of Ireland, to the venerable father in Chriſt, 
M. by the ſame grace Archbiſhop of Armagh, greeting. 


: W HEN otherwiſe we charged our faithful and beloved 
Nicholas Dagworth, Knight, our Nuncio by us tranſmitted 
towards our land of Ireland, that he in a certain parliament 
aſſembled, in our land aforeſaid under the pretext of our 
tranſmitted letters, to our faithful and beloved William de 
Wyndesford, governor and keeper of our ſaid land, among 
other things exhibited a certain indenture made and contained 
between us and our ſaid Nuncio, to the Prelates, Nobles, and 
Commons of our aforeſaid land, at the ſame parliament aſ- 
ſembled, ſhewing the exceſſive and intolerable expences of our 
wars, heretofore in our land aforeſaid, for the ſalvation and 
defence of the ſame, and which on account of the greateſt 
effuſion of the expences of our wars elſewhere, we are no 
longer able to ſuftain ; that the Prelates, Nobles, Commons, 
and each of them, as far as in their power, grant a reaſonable 
n | | part 
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part of the expences, for the ſuſtenation of our ſaid war, 
and for the ſalvation of our aforeſaid land; and if the ſaid 
Prelates, Nobles, and Commons, ſhould refuſe to take on 
themſelves any reaſonable part of the expence for the ful- 
tenation of the war there, and ſalvation of the aforeſaid land, 
then our ſaid Nuncis on our part ſhall inform them, that every 
Biſhop ſhall have ſufficient power for himſelt and the clergy 
of his dioceſe, by letters of procuration from the Biſhop 
and clergy themſelves, to tranſmit two eccletialtical perſons 
to us and our council in England, to treat, conſult, and de- 
termine with us, as well for the aid and government of our 
ſaid land, as the ſuſtenation of our war there. And the

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ency, and at preſent deny to ſupport any part of the coſts and 
the expences of ſaid war to be maintained in our ſaid land 


there, on account of which, and for the cauſes aboveſaid, we will, 


that ſuch perſons aforeſaid, in the form aforeſaid, be tranſ- 
| mitted to us into England. And we command you that you 
convocate yourſelves before the clergy of your dioceſe, chuſing 
for yourſelves and your clergy, two eccleſiaſtical perſons, to 
be elected by the aſſent of the ſame clergy, and before us, 


and our ſaid council of England, at your coſts, to appear, 


and your ſaid clergy within the fifth of the purification of the 
- bleſſed Virgin next coming whereſoever we ſhall then be in 
England, to treat, conſult, and agree, as is above ſaid, that 


. ; ye cauſe to be tranſmitted for us to our Chancellor of Ireland, 


the names of the aforeſaid two perſons, by you thus choſen, 
within the feaſt of the Holy Virgin St. Kathrine, whenſoever 


it ſhall then be, certified under your ſeal, under the penalty of 


one hundred pounds from you, and your ſaid clergy, to be 
levied for our uſe, on every ſuch omiſſion, &c. 
Witneſs, William de Wyndeſore, governor and keeper of 


our ſaid land of Ireland, at Kilkenny, the 25th day of Oc- 


tober, in the year of our reign of England forty-nine, but 


in our reign of France, thirty-ſix,

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We have the anſwers of the Archbiſhop of Armagh, and ot 
the county of Dublin, to this ſummons, diſtinctly recorded “, 
« We are not bound,“ ſaid the Prelate, agreeably to the i. 
« berties, privileges, rights, laws and cuſtoms of the church 

and land of Ireland, to e ect any of our clergy, and to ſend 

« them to any part ot England, for the purpoſe of holding 
« parliaments or councils in England. Yet, on account 0 
« our reverence to our Lord the King of England, and the 
„ now imminent neceſſity of the land aforeſud, ſaving to u- 
„ and to the Lords and Commons ot the ſaid land, all rights, 
privileges, liberties, laws, and cuſtoms before mentioned, we 
have elected repreſentatives to repair to the King in Eng- 
« fand, to treat and conlult with him and his Council. Ex. 
« cept, however, that we do by no means grant to our tid 
% repreſentatives any power of aſſenting to any burdens cr 
„ ſubſidies to be impoſed on us or our clergy, to which we 
cannot yield by reaſon of our poverty and daily expence in 
« defending the land againſt the Iriſh enemy.” 

In like manner we find the county of Dublin at firſt elec: 
ing their repreſentatives without power or authority to con: 
fent to the impoſition of any burdens ; the Nobles and Com. 
mens unanimouſly with one voice declaring, that accord. 
« ing to the rights, privileges, liberties, laws and cuſtoms 0: 
« the land of Ireland, enjoyed from the time of the conquest 
cc of ſaid land, they are not bound to ſend any perſons tron 
« the land of Ireland to the parliament or council of on: 
« Lord the King in England, to treat, conſult, or ages 
« with our Lord the King in England, as the writ 7: 
« quires. Notwithſtanding, on account of their reverenc«. 
« and the neceſſity and prelent diltreſs of the {aid land, the 
« have elected repreſentatives to repair to the King, and! 
« treat and conſult with him and his Council; reſerving 
« theinſelves the power of yielding or agreeing to any iub 
4. ſidies.” At the ſame time proteſting, “that their preſer! 
*« compliance is not hereafter to be taken in prejudice to th: 
« rights, privileges, laws, and cuſtoms, which the Lorò 
« and Commons, from the time of the conqueſt of the lan 
« of Ireland, have enjoyed, in conſideration of the vario 
« hurdens which the ſaid Lords and Commons have born: 
« and ſtill do bear, and which for the future they cannot (up 
« port—niſi Dominus Rex manum ſuam melius apponere voluecit.

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In 13 year of King Edward I. the ſtatutes of Weſtminſter 
i anno 3 of Glouceſter, an. 6 and of merchants, and Weſt— 
minſter 2. an. 13 of his reign, were by his command {ont to 
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his chief juſtice in Ireland, to be there proclaimed and ob- 


ſerved, as this one memorandum in the clauſe roll of that 
year aſſures us.

Richard II. made a voyage to this kingdom, the particulars 
of which Howe, the Engliſh hiſtorian thus relates. 


Now ſomewhat of the former voyage of King Richard into 
Ireland, as the ſame was reported to Sir john Froiſart, by an 
Eſquire of England, named Henry Chriſtall. Sir John 
(quoth he) it is not in memory, that ever any King of Eng- 
land made ſuch proviſion for any journey into Ireland, nor 
ſuch a number of men of armes nor archers. Ihe King 
was a nine moneths in the marſhes of Ireland to his great 
colt, and charge to the realme, for they bare all his expences-: 
and the marchant-citics, and good townes of the realm thought 
it well beſtowed, when they ſaw the King returne home againe 
with honour. The number that hee had thither, were ſoure 
thouſand men of armes, and thirty thoufand archers, well 
payed weekly. But to ſhew the truth, Ireland is one of the 
euill countries of the world to make warre upon or to bring 
under ſubiection, for it is cloſed ſtrongly and wildly with high 
torreſts, and great waters and mariſhes. It is hard to enter 
to doe any of the country any damage: nor yee ſhall find no 
towne, nor perſon to ſpeak withall. For tke men draw to 
the woods, and dwell in canes or ſmall cottages, under trees 
and among buſhes, like wild and ſauage bealts: and when 
they know that any man maketh warre againſt them, being

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entred into their countries, then they draw together to the 
ſtraits and paſſages to defend them, ſo that no man can enter 
into them. And when they ſee their time they will ſoone 
take their advantage on their enemies, for they know the 
country, and are light people. For a man of armes, being 
neuer ſo well born and runne he neuer ſo faſt, the Iriſh- 
men will run on foote as faſt as hee, and ouertake him, yea, 
and leape up upon his horſe behinde him, and throw him 
from his horſe; for they are ſtrong men in their armes, and 
haue ſharpe weapons with large 1 two edged, where- 
with they will ſlay their enemie, whom they neuer repute to 
be dead till they have cut his throat, and opened his belly, 
and taken out his heart, which they carry away with them, 
ſome ſay they eate it, and haue great delight therein : they 
take no man to ranſome. And when they ſee that they be 
duer- matched, then they will depart and hide themſelues in 
buſhes, woods, and caues, ſo that no man ſhall finde them : 
Sir William Windſore, who had moſt vſed the warres in thoſe 
parts of any other Engliſhman, could neuer learne the man- 
ner of the eountrey. They be hard people, and of rude wit: 
and they ſet nothing by iollity, nor freſh apparell, nor by 
nobleſſe, for though their country be ſoueraignly governed 
by Kings, whereof they haue many, yet will they abide and 

continue in their rudeneſſe. | 
Truth it is, that 4 of the principall Kings, and moſt puiſ- 
fant after the manner of the countrey, are come to the obey- 
ſance of the king of England, by loue and faire meanes, and 
not by battell, or e een The Earl of Ormond, who 
marcheth upon them, hath taken great paine, and hath ſo 
intreated them, that they came to Dubline, to the King, and 
ſubmitted them to him, to be under the obeyſance of the 
crowne of England, wherefore the King and all the realme 
reputeth this for a great and honourable act. For King Ed- 
ward did never ſo much upon them, as King Richard did in 
his voyage. The honour is great, but the profite is but 
ſmall, &c. The names of the foure Kings were theſe, firſt, 
the greate Oneale King of Meth, the ſecond Otrine of Tho- 
mond, King of Thomond, the third Arthur of Mackquemur 
King of Leinſter, the fourth Ocomor King of Theuenes 
and Drape, they were made Knights by King Richard m the 
cathedral church of Dubline : thele foure Kings watched al! 
the night before in the church, and the next day at high 
maſſe time, were made Knights, and with them Sir Thomas 
Orphew, Sir Iames Pado, and Sir Iohn Pado, his . a 
S 
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Theſe Kings ſate that day at the table with King Richard, 
they were regarded of many people, becauſe their behauiour 
was ſtrenge to the manor of England. 

When Sir Iohn Froiſart deſired to know how it came to 
paſſe, that foure Kings of Ireland were ſo ſoone brought to 
the obeyſance of King Richard, when King Edward the 
King's grand-father, who was fo valient a Prince, could ne- 
uer ſubdue them: Sir Henry Chriſtall anſwered, he could not 
tell, but as men ſaid, the great puifſance that the King had 
over with him, and remaining there nine moneths, abaſhed 
the Iriſhmen. Alſo the fea was clofed from them on all parts, 
whereby their marchandites might not enter into their coun- 
tries, though they that dwell farre within the realme cared 
little for it, yet ſuch as live on the marches of England and 
by the ſea coaſt, vſe feare of merchandiſe. 

King Edward in his time, had to anſwere ſo many warres 
in France, Britaine, Gaſcoigne, and Scotland, that his peo- 
ple were divided in divers places, wherefore he could not 
ſend any great number into Ireland, But when the Iriſhmen 
ſaw the great number of men of warre that King Richard 
had in this laſt iourney, they aduiſed themſelues, and came 
to obeyſance. | 
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In thes Articles folowing been compriſed the Kyng's Will, 


Determination, Commandement, and Pleſures, upon the 
Parliaments holdyn late at the Naaſe and Drogheda; and 
upon the Parliament that ſhall be now next holdyn within 
his lands of Irland. Anno 1418, 19 Ed. IV. Rot. clauſ. 


* HERE as have been gret variences of late in our ſaid 


land of Irland upon two parliaments ther laſt holdyn ; the 


oen at the Naaſe, the other at Drogheda, whether of theym 


ſhould be of auctorite; we have thereupon taken ſuche direc- 


tions as folowith : 

Furſt, We conſider that in the ſaid two parliaments were 
communed and concludet principaly two acts, the oen touch- 
yng the grauntes of certayn ſubſidies for the wele and defence 
of our ſaid land, the ſecund concerned reſumptions aſwell of 
offices as of our revenue. 

As touching the ſubſidies graunted in our parliament hol- 
dyn at Drogheda, for as moche as we underſtand, that it 


was graunted, and alſo in gret part, as we ben enformed, 


e leveed 
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leveed for the wele and defence aboveſaid, We will that the 
ſame graunts with all that thereto apperteyneth be gode and 
effectuell, and alſo auctoriſed by the parliament in our ſaid 
land now next to be holdyn. 

As touching the acts of reſumptions in eather of the ſaid 

arliaments paſſed, which of partialte and malice been, and 
ave been more hurtyng to our ſubjects ther than to us or the 
wele of our ſaid land profitable; we will that the ſame acts 
be maad void and of none effect in the lawe, except the re- 
ſumption of offices and Chauncellerſhip and Treſoreſhip, 
made in the parliament holdyn at Drogheda, the which we 
will that hit ſtand in his force and effect. Conſidering that 
thereuppon, we have made the Biſhop of Meth, our Chanſe- 
ler, and Sir Rouland Euſtace, Knyght, our Treſorer there; 
and we will, that a general act of reſumption fro the furſt 
day of Kyng Herry the VIte, be had and made in the next 
parliament touching our revenue ; and that ſuch proviſion 
be made upon the ſame by cur Depute Lieutenant there ac- 
cording to our pleſure; which our pleſure we have ſhewed to 
our right truſty and welbeloved coſyn Therle of Kyldare, 
whom we have ordened to be Depute Lieutenant, and to the 
reverend father in God the Biſhop of Mythe, whom we have 
ordeyned as is above ſaid to be our Chanſeler. 

As touching the reſumpcion of offices, foraſmoche as offi- 
ces of Chanſeler and other in the Deputies commyſion to us 
oonly reſerved, we will that the offices of Chief of the Ex- 
chequer and the Maiſter of our mint there be reſumed in this 
ſame parliament, and our leters patents be mad there uppon 
under our gret ſeall there, to thoſe perſons to whom we have 
made our grauntes upon the ſame. 

And as to other offices to us in the ſaid commyſſion not re- 
ſerved, we be contented that ſuch of theym be reſumed, and 
they for the wele of us and our ſaid land, by our ſaid Depute 
Lieutennant ſo diſpoſed, as ſhall be thought by him moſte 
expedient. 

We will alfo, that at thys ſaid parliament be reſumed the 
office of Seneſchalſie of the liberte of Methe, with the fees, 
wages, and rewards therfor by us, or otherwiſe to any per- 
{on graunted, and ſo to remayn in our hands at our plea- 
ſure. We will alſo, that if any act have be made to the pre- 
judice of us, and in derogacion of our Corone in reſtreyn- 
ing of tonnage and pondage, it be utterly revoked and ad- 


nulled, and in this parliament the old graunt thereof renc- 
velle: 
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velled and eſtabliſned, as ſhall be beſt ſor our right, wele and 


honor. 

Item, the Kyng willeth, That ſuch an act as herto before 
hath be made in the land there reſtreyning, that noe man 
within that land ſhall be called out of the ſaid land by any 
precept or commandement, made under the Kyng's grete 
ſeall, prive ſeall or ſignet in England, be utterly revoked and 
adnulled, | 

Item, The Kyng willeth, that upon reſumption of the 
Kyng's revenues to be made in this parliament, the townes 
of Divelyn “ and Drogheda be providet fore al ſuche grauntes 
as have ben made unto they by the Kyng's auctorite, his pro- 
zenitours or predoceilours, ſo that they promiſe to be redy to 
doo the Kyng ſervice, at ſuche tymes as by the Kyng's Lieu- 
tenant or his depute they ſhall be deiigned.

Item, That the ſead Chaunſeler do ferv alweves in ſuche 
place and tymes as the Clerc of the Rolles, the Clerc of the 
Hanaper, and other miniſters of the Chaunſery, may be ther 
and then preſent. 

Item, That the ſaid Chaunſeller do delyvre to the Clerc of 
the Rolles, all ſuch warrants cummyng to his hands, ſo as he 
ag kepe them as the Kyng's recordes, according to his of-

Item, That the ſaid Chaunſeller ſele no pardon under the 
grete ſele, unto any man upon his proviſione from the c@urt 
of Rome, without the King's knowlege and conſent. 

Item, The Chaunſeller in perſon, ſhall in true time make 
his abidyng in the place wher the Kyng's Courts be kept, un 
leſhe ther by a great and urgent cauſe, by the depute with the 
adviſe of the more part of the Kyng's Conſele, it be thought 
his abſence to be allowed.

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Item, That the Clerc of the Rolles do enroll all patents un- 
der the Kyng's grete ſeall, before that they be deliverct to the 
parties, and kepe ſo the Kyng's records, that none of them 
be raſed, ne beſoiled.

Item, That he ſec and write at every ſele, what profits 
growith unto the ons thereof, and the ſpecialtees of the 
ſame; ſo that his boke ſo made may be a controllment upon 
the accompts of the Clerc of the Hanaper, to be made yerly 
in the Kyng's Eſchequer there. 

Item, That no lyvere be made to the Kyng's tennant, nor 
yet reſtitution to be made to any Biſhop, Abbot, or Prior, 
without that the Kyng be furſt anſwered of his ducte, accord- 
ynge to the rate of the tyme that the landes have ben in the 
Kyng's handes. 

Item, That the Clerc of the Hanapier continueley receive 
che fees of the ſele of writts, commiſſions and patents; and 
alſo, all ſuche fynes as ſhall be made in the Chauncery, and 
thereupon pay the Chaunceller his fees, wages, and rewards 
accuſtomed, and deliver the remenant unto the Kyng's Eſ- 
chequer upon his accompts, which he ſhall make yerly therot : 
and to thentent that noone ignorance may be pretendit, what 
fines ben to be made them within the Kyng's Chauncery, the 
ſpecialties of them hereafter enſueth.

Preſuming that the foregoing references relative to Poyn— 
ing's act will be peruſed, I ſhall adjoin what Hume ſays on 
this ſubject, 

The King's (Henry VII.) authority appeared equally pre- F 
valent and uncontroulable in Ireland; Sir Edward Poyning  , 
had been ſent over with ſome troops into that country, with 
an intention of quelling the partizans of the houſe of York, 
and of reducing the natives to ſubjection: he was not ſup- 

rted with forces ſufficient for that important enterpriſe. 
The Iriſh, by flying into their woods, moraſſes, aud moun- 

1 tains, in ſome meaſure eluded his efforts: but Poyning ſum- 
moned a parliament at Dublin, where he was more ſucceſs- 
ful. He paſſed that memorable ſtatute, which ſtill bears 
| his name, and which eſtabliſhes the authority of the Englith 
government in Ireland. By this ſtatute all the former laws 
of England, were made to be of force in Ireland; and no 
| bill can be introduced into the Iriſh parliament, unleſs it pre- 
_ viouſly receives the ſanction of the council of England. This 
latter law ſeems calculated for enſuring the dominion of the 
Englith over Ireland; but was really granted at the defire of 
the Iriſh commons, who propoſed, by that means, to ſecure 
themſelves from the tyranny of the Lords, particularly of 
ſuch Lieutenants as were of Iriſh birth +.

Dublin, 20th Aug. 1779. 


You deſire my thoughts on the affairs of Ireland; a ſub- 
je& little conſidered, and conſequently not underſtood in 
England. The Lords and Commons of Great Britain have 
addreſſed his Majeſty to take the diſtreſſed and impoveriſhed 
{tate of this country into conſideration ; have called for inſor- 
mation, and reſolved to purſue effectual methods for promot- 
ing the common ſtrength, wealth and commerce of both 
kingdoms; and his Majeſty has been pleaſed to expreſs, in 
his ſpeech from the throne, his entire approbation of their 
attention to the preſent ſtate of Ireland. 

The occaſion calls for the aſſiſtance of every friend to the 


- Britiſh empire: thoſe who can give material information are 
bound to communicate it. The attempt however is full of 


difficulty; it will require more than ordinary caution to write 
with ſuch moderation as not to offend the prejudices of one 
country, and with ſuch freedom as not to wound the feelings 
of the other. | 

The preſent ſtate of Ireland teems with every circumſtance 
of national poverty. Whatever the land produces is greatly 
reduced in its value : wool is fallen one half in its uſual price; 


wheat one third ; black cattle of all kinds in the fame pro- 
portion, and hides in a much greater: buyers are not had 
without difficulty at thoſe low rates, and from the principal 


fairs men commonly return with the commodities they 
brought there : rents are every where reduced, in many 
places it is impoſſible to collect them: the farmers are all 
diſtreſſed, and many of them have failed: when leaſes ex- 
pire, tenants are not eaſily ſound: the landlord is often ob- 
liged to take his lands into his own hands, for want of bidders at 


reaſonable rents, and finds his eſtate fallen one fourth in its 


. value. 
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value. The merchant juſtly complains that all buſineſs is at 
a ſtand, that he cannot diſcount his bills, and that neither 
money nor paper circulates. In this and the laſt year, above 
twenty thouſand manufacturers, in this metropolis were re- 
duced to beggary for want of employment ; they were for a 
conſiderable length of time ſupported by alms ; a part of the 
contribution came from England, and this aſſiſtance was 
much wanting from the general diſtreſs of all ranks of people 
in this country. Public and private credit are annihilated : 
parliament, that always raiſes money in Ireland on eaſy terms, 
when there is any to be borrowed in the country, in 1778 
gave 7H. per cent. in annuities, which in 1773 and 1775 
were earneſtly ſought after at 61. then thought to be a very 
high rate. The expences of a country, nearly bankrupt, 
mult be inconſiderable; almoſt every branch of the revenue 
has fallen ; and the receipts in the treaſury for the two years, 
ending lady-day, 1779, were leſs than thoſe for the two years, 
ending lady-day, 1777, dedutting the ſums received on ac- 
count of loans in each period, in a ſum of 334,900l. 18s. 94d: 
there was due on the 25th of March laſt, on the eſtabliſn- 
ments, and forextraordinary expences, an arrear amountin 

to 373,706l. 13s. 65d. : aſum of 600,060]. will probably be 
now wanting, to ſupply the deficiencies on the eſtabliſhments 


and extraordinary charges of government: and an annual 


ſum of between 50 and 60,060l. yearly, to pay intereſt and 
annuities : in the laſt ſeſſion 466,0001. was borrowed ; if the 
ſum wanting could now be raiſed, the debt would be increaſed 
in x ſum of above 1, ooo, oool. in leſs than three years, and 
if the expences and the revenues ſhould continue the ſame as 
in the Jaſt two years, there is a probability of an annual de- 
flciency of $00,000]. The nation in the laſt two years has 


not been able to pay for its own defence; a militia law, paſſed. 


in the laſt ſeſſion, could not be carried into execution for 
want of money. Inſtead of having forces abroad *, Ire- 


land has not been able in this year to pay the forces kept in 


the kingdom: it has again relapſed into its ancient ſtate of 
imbecility, and Great Britain has been lately obliged to ſend 
over money to pay the army + which defends this impover- 
iſhed country. 


On account of the inability of Ireland, Great Britain ſince Chriſt- 
maſs, 1778, relieved her from the burthen of paying forces abroad. 
+ A ſum of 50,0090]. has been lately ſent from England for that 
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Our diſtreſs and poverty are of the utmoſt notoriety ; the 
proof does not depend ſolely upon calculation or eſtimate, 
it is palpable in every public and private tranfaRtion, and is 
deeply felt among all orders of our people. 

This kingdom has been long declining. The annual defici- 
ency of its revenues, for the payment of public expences, 
has been, for many years, ſupplied by borrowing. The Ame- 
rican rebellion, which conſiderably diminithed the demand for 
our linens; an embargo on proviſions continued for three 
years , and highly injuricus to our victualing trade; the in- 
creaſing drain of remittances to England for rents, falaries, 
profits of offices, penſions and intereſt, and ior the payment 
of forces abroad, have made the decline more rapid, but 
have not occaſioned it. 

If we determine to inveſtigate the truth, we mult aſſign a 
more radical cauſe: when the human or political body 1s un- 
ſound or infirm, it is in vain to inquire what accidental cir- 
cumſtances appear to have occaſioned thoie maladies which 
ariſe from the conſtitution itſelf. | 

If in a period of fourſcore years of profound internal 
peace, any country {hall appear to have often experienced the 
extremes of poverty and diitreſs; if at the times of her great - 
eſt ſuppoſed affivence and proſperity, the ſlighteſt cauſes have 
been ſufficient to obſtruct her progrels, to annihilate her credit, 
and to ſpread dejection and diſmay among all ranks of her 
people; and if ſuch acountry is bleſſed with a temperate cli- 
mate and fruitful ſoil, abounds with excellent harbours and 
great rivers, with the neceſſaries of life and materials of ma- 
nufacture, and is inhabited by a race of men, brave, active, 
and intelligent, ſome permanent caule of ſuch diſaſtrous ef- 
fects muſt be ſou ght for, | | | | 
If your veſſel is frequently in danger of foundering in the 
midſt of a calm; if by the anale addition of ſail ſhe is 
near overſetting, let the gale be ever ſo ſteady, you would 
neither reproach the crew, nor accuſe the pilot or the maſter ;

SECOND LET TER. 


My Lonp, 
Dublin, 23d Auguſt, 1779. 


From the time that king James the firſt had eſtabliſhed a 
regular adminiſtration of juſtice in every part of the kingdom, 
until the rebellion of 1641, which takes in a period of be- 
tween thirty and forty years, the growth of Ireland was con- 
ſiderable *. In the act recognizing the title of king James, 
the Lords and Commons acknowledge that many bleſſings 
« and benefits had, within theſe few years paſt, been poured 
« upon this realm ;“ and at the end of the parliament in 
1615, the commons return thanks for the extraordinary pains 
taken for the good of this republic, whereby they ſay “ we 
« all of us fit under our own vines, and the whole realm 
* reapeth the happy fruits of peace t.“ In his reign the little 
that could be given by the people, was given with general 
conſent 9: and received with extraordinary marks of royal 
favour ; he deſires the lord-deputy to return them thanks for 
their ſubſidy, and for their granting it with univerſal con- 
ſent ; and to aſſure them that he holds his ſubje&s of that 


kingdom in equal favour with thoſe of his other kingdoms ; 


and that he will be as careful to provide for their proſperous 
and flouriſhing ſtate, as for his own perſon. 


Its tranquility was ſo well eſtabliſhed in 1611, that king James re- 
duced his army in Ireland to 176 horſe, 1450 foot. Additional judges 
were appointed; circuits eſtabliſhed throughout the kingdom, 24d Cox, 
17; and Sir John Davis obſerves, that no nation under the ſun loves 
equal and indifferent juſtice better than the Iriſh. Davis, p. 184, 196.

Their parliament was en- 
couraged to frame laws conducive to the happineſs and proſ- 
perity of themſelves and their poſterities, for the enacting 
and „ conſummating” whereof the king paſſes his royal 
word; and aſſures his ſubjects of Ireland that they were equally 
of as much reſpe& and dearneſs to him as any others:. 

In the ſpeaker's ſpeech in 1639, enumerating the national 
bleſſings, he mentions as one, * that our in- gates and out- gates 
do ſtand open for trade and traffic“ and as the lord chancel- 
lor declared his excellency's “ high liking of this oration,” 
it may be conſidered as a fair account of the condition of 
Ireland at that time. When the commons had aſterwards

rected that all reſtraints upon the exportation of commodities, 
of the growth or manufacture of Ireland, to foreign parts, 
ſhould be taken off, but not to interfere with the plantation 
Jaws, or the charters to the trading companies, and that this 
ſhould be notified to his ſubjects of this kingdom; which was 


- accordingly done by a proclamation from the lord lieutenan 


and council; and at the ſame time by his majeſty's Ver 
on, they prohibited the importation from Scotland of linen, 
wcollen, and other manufactures and commoditics, as drawing 
large ſums of money out of Ireland, and a great hindrance 
to its manufactures.

that trade of which the had been deprived ; this encourage- 
ment, from that time to the revolution, had greatly increaſed 
the wealth, and promoted the improvement of Ireland. 

Ihe tyranny and perſecuting policy of James the ſecond t 
aſter his arrival in Ireland, ruined its trade and revenue; the 
many 
revolution had vecalioned almoſt the utter deſulation of the 
country. F But the nation muſt have been reſtored in the 


great oppreſſions which the people ſuffered during the 


reign of William to a conſiderable degree cf ſtrength and 
vigour: their exertions in raiſing ſupplies to a great amount, 
from the year 1692 to the year 1698, are ſome proof of it. 
They taxed their goods, their lands, their perſons, in ſupport. 
of a prince whom they juſtly called their deliverer and de- 
fender, and of a government on which their own preſerva- 
tion depended. I hoſe ſums were granted i, not only without 
murmur, but with the utmoſt chearfulneſs, and without any 
complaint of the inability, or repreſentation of the diſtreſſed 
ſtate of the country. 

The money brought in for the army at the revolution, gave 
life to all buſineſs, and much ſooner than could have been ex- 
pected retrievedthe affairs of Ireland. This money furniſhed ca- 
pitals for carrying on the manufactures of this kingdom. Our 
exports increaſed in 96, 97 and 98, and our imports did not 
riſe in proportion, which occaſioned a great balance in our 
favour ; and this increaſe was owing principally to the wool- 
len manufacture. In the laſt of thoſe years the ballance in fa- 
your of Ireland in the accounts of exports and imports was 
419,442]. **, EE 

But in the latter end of this reign a law was made in England, 
reſtraining, in fact prohibiting the exportation of all woollen 
manufactures from Ireland. From the time of this prohibi- 
tion no parliament was held in Ireland until the year 1 703.

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given to apply a remedy to the many evils which ſuch a prohi- 
bition muſt neceſſarily have occaſioned. The linen trade was 
then not thoroughlyeſtabliſhed in Ireland; the woollen manu- 
facture was the ſtaple trade, and wool the principal material 
of that kingdom. The conſequences of this prohibition ap- 
peared in the ſeſſion of 1703 *. 

In an addreſs to the queen +, laid before the duke of Or- 
mond, then lord heutenant, by the houſe with its ſpeaker, 
they mention the diſtreſſed condition of that kingdom, and 
more eſpecially of the induſtrious proteſtants, by the almoſt 
total loſs of trade and decay of their manufactures, and to 
preſerve the country from utter ruin, apply for liberty 
to export their linen manufactures to the plantations. 

In a ſubſequent part of this ſeſſion |, the commons reſolve, 
that by reaſon of the great decay of trade and difcouragement 
of the manufactures of this kingdom, many poor tradeſmen 
were reduced to extreme want and beggary. This reſolution 
was nem. con. and the ſpeaker, Mr. Broderick, then his ma- 
jeſty's ſolicitor general, and afterwards lord chancellor, in 
his ſpeech at the end of the ſeſſion 5, informs the lord lieute- 
nant, that the repreſentation of the commons was, as to the 
matters contained in it, the unanimous voice and conſent of 4 
very full houſe, and that the ſoft and gentle terms uſed by the 
commons in laying the diſtreſſed condition of the kingdom 
before his majeſty, ſhewed that their complaints proceeded 
not from querulouſneſs but from a neceſſity of ſeeking redreſs; 
he adds, . it is to be hoped they may be allowed ſuch a por- 
e tion of trade, that they may recover from the great poverty 
* they now he under;” and in preſenting the bill of ſupply 
ſays, the commons have granted it “ in time of extreme po- 
« yerty.” ' The impoverithed ſtate of Ireland, at that time, 
appears in the ſpeech from the throne at the concluſion of the 


ſeſſion, in which it is mentioned that the commons could not 


then provide for what was owing to the civil and military 
liſts““. 

The ſupply given for two years, commenced at Michaelma: 
1703 ff, was a ſum not exceeding 1 50,0001 which, conſider- 
ing that no parhament was held in Ireland ſince the year 


1698, is at the rate of 30,0001, yearly, commencing in 1699, 


and ending in the year 1705.

Let it now be conſidered, whether the ſame caule has ope- 
rated ſince the year 1703. In the year 1704 * it appears, 
that the commons were not able, from the circumſtances of 
the nation at that time, to make proviſion tor repairing the 
neceſſary fortifications ; or for arms and ammunition for the 
public ſafety : and the diſhiculties which the kingdom then

This laſt period, from the year 1699 to the death of queen 
Anne, is marked with the ſtrongeſt circumitances of national 
diltceſs and deſpondency. 

That the woollen manufactures were the great ſource of 
induſtry in Ireland, appears from the Iriſh ſtatute of the 75th 
and 18th of Charles II. ch. 15***; from the reſolutions of 
the commons in 1695 ++}, for regulating thoſe manufactures;

by war, invaſion, rebellion, maſſacre, than from laws re- 
ſtraining the commerce, diſcouraging the manufacures, fet- 
tering the induſtry, and above all, breaking the ſpirits of the

To an inquirer after truth, hiſtory ſince the year 1699 fur 
niſhes very imperfect, and often partial views of the affairs 0: 
Great Britain and Ireland. The journals of parliamen' 
evince the poverty of Ireland for the firſt fourteen years ol 
this century. ' hat this poverty continued in the year 1716, 
appears by the unanimous addreſs of the houſe of commons to 
George the firſt®. A ſmall debt of 16,106]. 11s. 04d. +, due 
at Michae mas 1715, was, by their exertions to ſtrengthen the 
hands of government in that year, increaſed at midſummer 
1717,to aſum of 91,5371. 17s. 1d. t, which was conſidered us 
ſuch an augmentation of the national debt, that the lord lhict- 
tenant, the duke of Bolton, thought it neceſſary to take notice 
in his ſpeech from the throne, that the debt was conſiderably 
augmented, and to declare at the ſame time that his majeſty had 
ordered reductions in the military, and had thought proper to 
leſſen the civil lit.

The total inefhcacy of the remedy proved however 
the inveteracy of the diſeaſe, and furniſhes a farther proof of 
the deſparate ſituation of Ireland, when nothing could be 
thought of for its relief, but that paper ſhould circulate without 
money, trade or manutactures. 

In the ſollovang ſeſſion of 1727, our manufacturers, and the 
loweſt claſſes of our people, were greatly diſtreſſed; the duke 


- of Grafton, in his ſpeech from the throne, particularly recom- 


mends to their conſideration the finding out of ſome method 
for the better employing of the poor g; and though the debt 
of the nation was no more than 66,3:81. 8s. 34d. and 
was Jeſs than in the laſt ſeſſion; yet the commons thought it 
neceſſary to preſent an addreſs to the king, to give ſuch di- 
rections as he, in his great goodnets ſhould think proper, to 
prevent the increaſe of the debt of the nation.

The revenue, for the reaſons already given, decreaſed i 
1755, fell lower in 1756, and ſtill lower in 57. In th 
laſt year the vaunted proſperity of Ireland was changed into 
miſery and diſtreſs; the lower claſſes of our people wante!

One of the firſt ſteps of the late duke of Bedford's admini- 
tration, and which reflects honour on his memory, was ob.

zn the courſe of the laſt year; thank his grace for his carl; 
and charitable attention to the neceſſities of the poor of this 
country in their late diſtreſſes, and make uſe of thoſe remark- 
able expreſſions, that they will moſt chearfully embrace“ 
every practicable method to promote tillage f.“ hey knew 
that the encouragement of manufactures were the effeftual 
means, and that theſe means were not in their power.

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after the linen trade declined rapidly; in 1772, 1773, and 
1774, the decay 1n that trade was general in every part of the 
kingdom where it was eſtabliſhed ; the quantity manufactured 
was not above two-thirds of what uſed formerly to be made, 
and the quality did not feil for above three-tourths of its 
former price; the linen and linen yarn exported or one year, 
ending the 25th of March, 1773 “, fell ſhort of the exports 
of one year, _ending the 25th of March 1771, to the amount 
in value of 788,82 J. 1s. 3d. At lady-day, 1773+, the debt 
increaſed to 994,890). 10s. 10d. 1-3th. "The attempt in the 
ſeſſion of 1773 f, to equalize the annual income and expences 
failed, and borrowing on tontine in the ſeſſions of 773, 
1775 and 1777, added greatly to the annual expence, and 
to the ſums of money remitted out of the kingdom. The 
debt now bearing intereſt amounts to the ſum of 1,01, C0. 
beſides a ſum of 740, oool. raiſed on annuities, which amount 
to 43,900l. yearly, with fome incidental expences. The 
great increaſe ot thoſe national burdens, likely to take place 
in the approaching ſeſſion, has been already mentiened. 

The debt of Ireland has ariſen from ihe ſollowing cauſes: 
the expences of the late war, the heavy peace eftabliſhment 
in the year 1763, the increaſe of that eiriblihment in the 
year 1769, the ſums paid from 1759 to forces eu? of the 
kingdom, the great increaſe of penſions and other adi ig nul 
charges on the civil eftabliſhment, which however conſide— 
rable, bears but a ſmall proportion to the increaſed military 
expences, the falling of the revenue, and the ſums pat: for 
bounties and public works; theſe are mentioned laſt, becauſe 
it is Pprehended that they have not operated to increaſe 
this debt in ſo great a degree as ſome perſons have imagined 
for though the amount 1s Jarge, yet no part of the moucy 
was ſent out of the kingdom, and ſeveral of the grants were 
for uſeful purpoſes, ſome of which made returns to the pub- 
lic and to the treaſury exceeding the amount of thoſe 
grants, 

When thoſe facts are conſidered, no doubt can be enter— 
tained hut that the ſuppoſed wealth of Ireland has led to real 


poverty; and when it is known, that from the vear 175. to 


Chriſtmas 1778, the ſums remitted by Ireland to pay troops 
ſerving abroad, amounted to the ſum of ,401 VEE 51. 198. 44. 
it will be equally clear from whence this pover ty as princi— 
pally ariſen.

Can ſuch an extent of ocean, ſuch a range of coaſts, 
ſuch a multitude of harbours, bays and creeks be eſfectually

The prohibition of the export of live cattle forced the Iriſh into 
the re-eſtabliſhment of their woollen manufacture; and the rc- 
ſtraint of the woollen manufacture was a ſtrong temptation 
to the running of wool. The ſevereſt penalties were 
enacted, the Britiſh legiſlature, the government and houlz

'* that trade, and ſince the reduction of Ireland, endeavours

Would any man ſuppoſe that this could relate to a manu- 
ſacture, in which this kingdom e:celled before the time of 
Edward the 3d, which had been the ſubject of fo many laws 
in both kingdoms, and which was always cultivated here, and 
before this rebellion with more ſucceſs than after it? the trad- 
ing towns gave accounts totally inconſiſtent of the tate of this 
manufacture at that time in England: from Exeter it is re- 
preſented as greatly decayed and diſcouraged“ in thoſe parts, 
and diminiſhed in England.

8 A gquiſaue ſaber fortune ęſt, is one of thoſe truths which 
the experience of ages has handed down as a proverb. 

What is true ot every individual muſt be ſo of nations— 
« Their fortune mult depend upon themſelves.” | 

It is a truch well worthy the deep conſideration of Ircland 
— 1 have, 11 my former letter, endeavoured to convince her 
by reaſoning, and an appeal to hiſtorical ſacts, of what ſh: 
ſhould long ere this have learned from experience; that what. 
ever juſtice or generoſity exiſts among individuals, it is vair 
to look for it in the mutual intercourſe of nations. Their 
principle is policy. 

It is time for Ireland to take thought for herſelf. 

That Ireland hath been, and is, ſubordinate to, and de 
pendent on the imperial crown of Great Britain, and tha! 
the King's Majeſty, with the conſent of the Lords and Com- 


mons of Great Britain in Parliament, hath power to mak: 


laws to bind the people of Ireland *, is a truth too melan- 
choly to admit contradiction, That it of right “ ought” t. 
be ſo, was reſerved for the modeſty and good ſenſe of an Eng: 
liſh parliament to aſſert, and would therefore be a blunder ir 
Iriſhmen to deny. . 

hat no nation can by conqueſt, or by any other means, 
acquire a right of perpetual dominion over another; that nc 
confent or contract, however expreſs or ſolemn, can bind pct 
terity to their injury; that no preſcription or length cf tim: 
can ſanctify oppreſſion ; that little deference is due to names 
impoſed by the oppreſſors upon the act of aſſuming rights un. 
alienable in their nature, and only overbcrne by . 05 
overlooked by folly ; theſe are propcfitions which I ſhall no' 
attempt to enlarge upon. Time, with moſt minds, gives: 
ſacredneſs to error: enquiry then bears the name of impiety 
but the idols of one age are trampled-under foot in another 
and the prejudices which once rcguired a Locke to remote, 
are in theſe days but themes to the tchools. 
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J ſhall not then war with the dead; nor ſhall J offend the 


| delicacy of an Englith Judge, by doubting the propriety, or 
* diſputing the omnipotence of an Englith act of parliament. 
That would be “ to oppoſe my private Iriſh judgment to 
public Engliſh authority *.” And, in ſo plain a caſe, the op- 
poſition “ mult be virulent and factions .“ Authority mult 
be ever in the right! The demand of Magna Charta was but

She crouches under what ſhe calls neceſſity. Her loyalty 
dares not form a wilh for the preſervation of her crown in the 
houſe of Hanover, united with the ſeparate independency of 
her own legiſlature: becauſe ſhe looks upon that with as hope- 
Jeſs. The very thought to her ſeems madneſs ! the attempt, 


ſhe apprehends, would be ruin! 


I owe a deference to the general opinion, and ſha!l ſubmit 


to it; yet, as all ſound judgment on this queſtion can only 


be built upon experience, it ſeems not unreaſona e to enquire, 


ere it but as matter of ſpeculation, into the fate of other 


countries, which having been nearly in the fame ſituation 
with Ireland, endeavoured to mend their condition. One 
adrantage will certainly reſult from the enquiry, which can- 
not fail of proving acceptable to a people, who have hitherto 
appeared more delighted with their fears, than with any other 
feelings of the human heart. It will lead us, by the contide- 
ration of our ſuperior reſources, to eſtimate infollil-ly the 


quantum of national puniſhment, likely to be ſuperadded to 


our preſent burdens, by our maiters, the parliament of Great 


Britain, for the efforts of this day, when their leiſure and ſe- 


curity ſhall permit them to turn their thoughts to us. In pro- 


portion to our ſuperior power of reſiſting, will the means be 
ot preventing, in future, the poſſibility of the operation of 
ſuch areſiſtance. 

A late reſpectable writer (Guatimozin) has already enu— 
merated the natural advantages of Ireland, It appears that

almolt every advantage that nature or ſicuation can give, or 
that is neceſſary to make a nation rich, great, and ha; py. 

A climate of the finci temperature; a ſoil of moit extraor- 
dinary tertility ; mines that encouragement might conver! 
into fources of national induſtry and national Juperiority ; ; 
ſeas that teem with fiſh ; harbours numerous, ſafe, commo- 
dious, and well bivated for commerce; ants to conclude, a 
people with capacity for every thing, and who want but leave 
to acquire habits of induſtry, as perſevering as ſpirited. 

Theſe are the natural advantages of Ireland. How few 
nations can boaſt fo many and ſo great? Compare her rank 
and conſequence in the world, with what thele advantage; 
might entitle her to. Enquire then, whence ariſes the dittcr- 
ence, and thank England, if you can, for the generolity ct 
her protection! 

Are either the United Provinces, or Switzerland, to be 
compared to Ireland in natural advantages? I cannot thin! 
they are. The former is but one-third, the latter only onc- 
half her ſize. Ireland is an iſland, and ſuch an one as I have 
deſcribed ; rich in climate, ſoil, mines, and harbours. Swit- 
zerland is in the heart of the Continent, and is poor in all 
theſe, — the latter ſhe cannot poſſeſs at all. The Duch States 
are joined to the Continent ; their ſhore is dangerous from 
its flats; does not afford them a ſingle good harbour; and 
the froſt binds up their commerce during a conliderable part 


of the winter. I need not mention the fiſh which the lakes of 


Switzerland afford. The fiſheries of Holland lie upon our 
coaſt. They enjoy more from their unchecked induſtry, than 
we from nature and the protection of England. The Dutch 
have no mines. The Swits don't work theirs, except for their 
neceſſary inſtruments of war and agriculture. Neither Hol- 
land nor Switzerland produces corn for half their inhabitants 
In the latter half the harveit produced by a ſtubborn foil is 
often deſtroyed by ſtorms, and but part of the remainder 15 
allowed by the climate to ripen. 

The Swiſs may be ſaid to have neither commerce nor navi- 
gation, ſince the latter they have only on their lakes, the for. 
mer is concerned wholly in neceſſaries. 

Of the timber of the Swiſs I need not ſpeak. They car 
have no navy, nor do they require one. As to Holland, the 
ſpongy produce of marſhes is uſeleſs in trade or navigation 
Her navy muſt be purchaſed by induſtry, Ireland may be a 


induſtrious as Holland, but ſhe requires it leſs. She may 
raise 
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'Taiſe a navy at home, if ſhe cannot with more advantage 
bring marerials from abroad. The climate of Switzerland 
may make an hardy race of ſoldiers or hutbandmen, but to a 
nation that would aim at more than a penurious exiitence, it 
cannot be a ſubject of envy. The climate of Holland, marily 
in its ſoil, and interſected by ſo many ſtagnated canals, is not 
whol:ſom2. Some of their towns are {formed on the ſoil leſt 
by the ſtagnation of rivers. In others the fold toundations 
of the exrth ſeemed to have forſaken them, and they laid new 
ones. The ſea threatens to overwhelm them. They oppoſe 
it with mounds, which require a continual repair, and dream 
not of danger, though the failure of a bank would give then 
a ſecond deluge. 

Labour and induſtry are in Holland neceſſary. They can- 
not otherwiſe exiſt. This, it is true, will keep them laborious 
and induſtrious. But what they are from neceſſity, other na- 
tions may be from nobler motives ; and Ireland ſets out from 
a point which, in Holland, it requircd the labuur and induſtry 
of ycars to gain. 

Holland mult be a drudge, as ſhe ſubſiſts on the wants of 
other nations, and theſe, we know, are moſtly artificial. She 
is their factor and carrier. She may ſulfer from their caprice. 
She mult languith in their ill-humour, Their induſtry, or 
even frugality, would ſtarve her. Ireland is more indepen— 
dent. She can ſubſiſt by her internal reſources, though the 
world ſhould refuſe her either commerce or employment. She 
is rich in herſelf, Nature, that made her an ifland, and gave 


her fertility, qualified her equally for ablolute independence, 


and unlimited intercourſe with other nations. She can ſublitt. 
without other nations. She can trade with them to mutual 
advantage. 

Such are the natural advantages of Holland and Switzer- 
land, and ſuch are they compared with Ireland. America 1 


hall briefly confider hereafter. Each of the fermer is ſur- 


rounded by powerful empires. Each of them was once op- 
preſſed by all the rigours of ſlavery. Each of them burit 
her ſhackles, and baff the molt inveterate attacks of ene- 
mies, whoſe power ſecmcd to approach them with the irreſiſta- 
bility of fate. 


Holland, inferior to Ireland in every natural advantage, 
and equal to but a third of her in ſize, threw of the yoke of 
the moſt powerful monarch then in Europe. The firmneis 


and courage which the diſplayed, will appear incredible to 


thoſe who are unacquainted with the power of enthuſiaſm. 


he 
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The ſeven provinces we are ſpeaking of ſurmounted every 
difficulty they thought they could defend ther.uelves. Ihe 
ten other provinces, ſays Voltaire, would have a foreign 
Prince to protect them, and are in flavery to this day. 

One Prince [ Henry the IVth of France} to whom they ap. 
plied for aſſiſtance, was himſelf engaged in civil wars, and 
yet tottered on his throne. The extreme caution of anothe:, 
Queen Elizabeth] in foreign enterprize, correſponded but il 
with her magnanimity and reſolution in domeſtic affairs; 
and from the reprimands the was daily giving to the Hou: 
of Commons, for preſuming to judge of the duty they were 
called to, {he ſeemed little likely to tempt the wrath of a 
powerful tyrant or tutu abettor of rebellion. The ſuccours 
received by the States were accordingly for a long time feeble 
and clandeſtine. To obtain open aſſiſtance from Elizabeth 
required a longer ſtruggle: and even the offer of their ſo- 

ereignty. But before any aſſiſtance had been received by the 
States, they had gotten poſſeſſion of what Doctor Johnſon 
calls * the choice of evil:” heir darling object Utert;. 
The very women had formed regiments for the defence of 
their cities; and, rather than again fall under the hated ty- 
Tranny of Spain, the dykes and fluices had been opencd, and 
the very Peaſants, ſays Hume, had bcen active in ruining their 
own fields by an inundation ; they preferred the mercy of the 
waters to that of tyrants. 

Theſe ſame people have ſince withitood the moſt formida- 
ble attacks of a Monarch, who thought his power equal to 
univerſal empire. They have ſupported themſelves with more 
than equal honour againſt the combined fleets of France and 
England. They have ſwept the channel of England, and 
their inſults. in the 'Thames have carried conſternation to thr 
capital. 

In little more than half a century from the time, at which, 
unprepared as they muſt have been, they firſt ventured to take 
up arms againſt Spain in defence of their hberty, they beat 
one of her formidable Armadas *. They obliged it to take 
ſhelter in the Downs under the Engliſh flag. They retire 
for a reinforcement they reſolve - that the fleet of England 
ſhall no longer protect their enemy; they return to the charge; 
and the Spaniſh navy, in its flight, received from them a blow 
which at this day, after near a century and an half, it has

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not fully recovered. A few years more, aſſiſted by a few 


more defeats, ſoftened the obſtinacy of Spain. She acknow- 
ledged the independence of the States“, and in twenty years 
| after they protected her provinces againſt France t. 

> The Swiſs, now that they are free, are more ſecure from 
attacks, than when they were dependent. They are deſended 


by their mountains and the barrenneſs of their country; by 


their poverty, by their valour, and by the mutual jealouſies 


of the neighbouring empires. A partition is not eaſily agreed 


upon, and none will conſent to their becoming an acceſlion to 
the power of another, if ſuch an acceſſion were practicable. 
But it muſt be confeſſed that of all the advantages I have men- 
"tioned, their valour alone, at the time they threw off the 
yoke, ſeemed moſt in their favour. The enemy had poſſeſſion 
of their country. The balance of power was then Jets under- 
ſtood, or leſs attended to, and their poverty and commer: 
inſignificance mult have been feeble inducements to the pro- 
tection of their neighhours. Accordingly they had to work 
out their own liberty, and above three centuries elapſed be- 
fore the Houſe of Auſtria acknowledged their independence 3. 
* I believe there are few will deny that America has already 
eſtabliſhed her independence. She would not come over and 
proſtrate herſelf at the feet of England; ſo England, with 
the mignanimity of a conqueror, appointed ambaſſadors to 
her by act of Parliament. Upon England's condeſcending 
to treat with armed rebels,” they refuſed to treat with Eng- 
land. They had procured friends, and they preferred them 
to matters. For the ſituation of America in the beginning of 
the conteſt, hear her own unexaggerated deſcription :; “ With- 
out arms, ammunition, diſcipline, revenue, government, or 
ally, almoſt tota ly ſtript of commerce, and in the weakne's 
of youth, as it were, „with a ſtaff and à fling only,“ the 
dared, „ in the name of the Lord of Hoſts,“ to engage a 
gigantic adverſary, prepared at all points, boaſting of his 
ſtrength, and of whom even mighty warriors were greatly 
afraid.“ 

When to this enumeration of difliculties, which, one is 
tempted to think, requires little addition, we ſubjoin the fol-

theſe, that it ſeemed the dream of a dotard to thiak of con. 
netting them in one intereſt, or of bringing them to co-ope. 
rate, if they could be convinced that their intereſt was the 
fame ; that they were expoſed to the navy and arms of Eng. 
land on their ſea- coaſts, to the incurſions of Indians (pert: p: 
too jultly enraged) on their rear; and, in ſome province, 
to the more dangerous inſurrections of their domeſtic ſlaves, 
whoſe diipoſitions to revengs m'1't have been expected to bur: 
on their more immediate oppreſſors; when all theſe particu. 
lars, I ſay, are conſidered, befides thoſe which America her. 
felt has ennmerated, I think ſcarce any nation on the earth 
ſhould abſolutely deſpair. 

Let us conſider the preſent ſituation of Ireland. I need 
ſcarce ſay, that there is not a maritime power in Europe t: 
which her alliance would not, in itſelf, be an object cf ems. 
lation. What then would it appear to the enemies of Eng. 
land? If Ireland ſhould aſk their protection, would the: 
require to be ſounded at a diſtance, or to be aſſailed by pre- 
paratory arguments and leading propoſitions? Would the; 
think it prudent to act as they did by America, to ſtand by, 
cool ſpectators of our ſtruggle, till they judged how far v. 
{hould be able to perſevere or be likely to ſucceed? or, if the, 
determined to aſſiſt Ireland, would they be oblige.l to hav: 
recourſe to art in order to deceive a credulous miniſter, and 
to maſk their intentions until they could declare them with 
ſafety? No, my countrymen: diſtant propoſitions, prepara- 
tory arguments, negociation, art,—all theſe are to us unne- 
ceſſary ! Conviction has long been confirmed. Their reſolu— 
tion is already taken. Their arms are already in their hand; 
They have croſſed the Atlantic for their own intereſt and tor 
the humiliation of England. Will a few leagues territy then 
when their ſcheme is ſo near arriving at almoſt unhoped-tor 
perfection? They were then at peace, yet, they engaged i 
war, They are now at war, will they not carry it on? The 
ſole queſtion with them at preſent muſt be this: will the; 
chuſe to viſit us as enemies, or as friends? For viſit us the) 
probably will.

There are, however, many inſtances of itates differing very 
much in? religion, and yet united in ſtrict civil contederacy 
and union. Scarce fix of the Cantons of Switzerland are 
Proteſtants, the ſeven remaining are Roman Catholics ; and, 
hat ſeems a little extraordinary, the greater number of the 
*Roman Catholic Cantons are democratical, that of the Pro- 
*teſtant Cantons ariſtocratical in their government. In the 
United Provinces the majority of the people are either Preſ- 
*brterians or Roman Catholics, and though Preſbyterianiſm 
is the eſtabliſhed religion, yet, the toleration or connivance 
-which all ſets meet with from the government, has produced 
* general moderation and peace, and, in its natural conſe- 
*quences, has added power, grandeur, and ſtability to the 
ſtate. The ſtate of Pennſylvania is equally various in its re- 
ligion. The laws of this province are more liberal than the 
ſpirit of any other province, They give no preference to 
any ſect. They tolerate all ſects. All ſects are thereſore not 
only peaceable, but content. Moſt of the other ſtates of 
America, ſo firm in their union againſt England, are ſcarcely 
more oppolite than they are inveterate in the ſeveral prejudices 
and opinions which they carried with them from Europe. In 
ſhort, from all the facts we can colle&, our uniform conclu- 

ſion muſt be, that that nation is moſt likely to be great, 
powerful, and happy, ghich finds political and civil modera- 
tion neceſſary to its very being. Where there are no ſects or 


parties, I may venture to ſay there cannot be ſenſe, ſcience, 


liberty, or commerce. Where, from circumſtances internal 
or external, different ſects are nearly ballanced in power, the 
laws muſt be moderate, and rhe ſpirit of the laws will become 
[the ſpirit of the people. The nation will be in harmony 
within itſelf, and that moderation and good ſenſe which will 
diſtinguiſh it in its internal government and policy, mult cha- 
racterife it in its conduct towards other nations. Tal

that“ ronquerors, (and, jet me add, traders and politicians 
are of no religion.“ The Englith eftabliſhed popery 
Canada.

The French are, perhaps, even in religion, as liberal 
nation as any in Europe. I judge not of them by their creec; 
conſeſlions, or articles of belief: God forbid that I flicu!; 
judge by theſe alone of the hearts or underſtandings of any 
people upen earth, who have public creeds, confeſlions, c 
articles! Theſe are not always formed by the wiſeſt or mn! 
religious people of a nation. Ihe wiſeſt and moſt religion 
are generally better employed, I judge of the French natic 
by the generul conduct of the people; and I believe it wil 
be owned that they are more liberal to Engliſhmen, tha: 
Englithmen are to them. Ihe abſurdity of ſuppoſing tha 
even conquerors would make violent alterations in privat: 
property, and involve themſelves in the perplexed C1{pintes 
and antiquated claims of ſamilies, that have ſuffered by 'for 
ſeiture, has been well expoſed by the Reverend Divine ju! 
mentioned. Were the queſtion indeed between two pretender 
to the crown, the cate might be different. He who ſucccede: 
muſt reinſtate ſome of his adherents, and gratify cthers 
This muſt be done at the expence of the oppoſite party. Bu 


a conqueror, who is not able to cruſh the ſubdued nation at. 


ſingle effort, will think himſelf happy in prevailing upon th: 
people to remain quiet as he found them. He will make n! 
alteration which he can avoid; he will avoid every altcratio: 
which can diſgult or diſpleaſe. What then is to be expectec 
from even a powerful protector, that offers independence to: 
nation ſo divided into parties that no one of them has pov 
to cruſh the others, ſupported as they would be, by the nation 
that formerly enſlaved them? I ſay that, in this caſe, wt 
might expect ſuch a moderation as would over- rule every petij 
diſtinction or jealouſy, and would unite the nation by com. 
munity of intereſt. To make an alteration in the eſtabliſhe! 
religion, or to deny to all denominations of Proteſtant Dit 
ſenters that toleration which they at preſent enjoy, would be 
the madneſs of folly. Thoſe we Par of are neither fe 
aor madmen. A 
| e 
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i The Roman Catholics might, with juſtice indeed, expect 
a more compleat toleration. But it would require peculiar 
gelicacy to grant this without offending thoſe Proteſtants who

— enjoy but a toleration themſelves. The interference 


Roman Catholic protectors, confcious of the prudence 
their fituation required, muſt be of the moſt temperate kind. 
The alterations made would be gentle, gradual, and rather 
the effect of an inſenſible alteration of opinion and removal of 
prejudice, than an act of force or power in the ſtate. And, 
from the co-operation of all thefe cauſes, I am inclined to 
think there would naturally ariſe a mildneſs of government, 
and a benevolence of toleration which is unknown to the 
laws of any other country in Europe, and which enthuſiaſm 
itſelf has ſcarce dared to think conſiſtent with the littleneſs of 
human nature. 

But whatever may be the natural dignity and ſtrength of 
Ircland, or whatever advantages ſhe might derive from the 
preſent poſture of affairs, there are ſome who cannot readily 

ive up their attachment to the people of England, or think 
*. juſtitied in reſiſting them in their preſent ſtate of 
misfortune, while there are others who yet dread her power, 
and tremble at her name. To the former I thall ſpeak more 
particularly hereafter, and hope to ſhew that we are not 
bound by any ties of duty, gratitude, or honour, to remain 
ia ſubjection to the parliament of Englan g. 
At preſent I would addreſs myſelf to the latter. That the 
power of England is not yet an imagination I readily will 
own. Great even yet is the power of England, and great is 


the memory of her glory ! but her glory lives but in memory, 


and the ſinews of her power are withered. Exhauſted and 
foiled by America, whom, in the hour of her inſolence, ſhe 
treated with a contempt that would have robbed victory of 
its honour, but has covered defeat with aggravated diſgrace, 
returning reaſon can ſuggeſt but one conſolation for her folly ; 
that ſomething yet remains for madneſs to ſquander, that 
there is yet a remnant which penury may ſave. The arbitreſs

pure gold, and the very word ſignifies the Golden Holtag:, 
Part of the Hoirimbe- I. aigben, or tax on the kingdom of Lei 
ſter, and regularly paid into the monarch's treaiury, for ne 
400 years, was 6000 ounces of pure filver.. Theſe fads 
fhould ſeem are ſufficient proofs of the great riches of antien 
Ireland, and her ſuperior knowledge and indultry to the me- 
dern. But if her own hiſtory will not be allowed as evidence 
in her favour, without modern collateral proofs, we ar: 
even abundantly furniſhed with theſe.

It is not above thirty years ſince a very rich copper mine 
was diſcovered on the border of this lake, and worked with

they extracted large quantities of filver. I hough the tin 
mine has not been yet found, nor, I ſuppoſe, ſearched for, 
ye: Smith “ conſeſſes to have found near the lake an ore 


Which contained tin ; and as tor the iron mines, the preofs 


that they were largely carried on here are many, and at this 
A. C. 1094, we read of an 
elegant preſent of Kerry pearls, from Gilbert Biſhop of Li- 
merick, to Anſelm Archbiſhop of Canterbury f. At this day 
pearls are frequently found in the lake; nor can it be de- 
med but the fineſt amethyſts, emeralds, and other precious 
Rones, and the hardeſt, are found in this country; and the 
common Kerry ſtone nearly approaches the diamond in luſtre 
and hardneſs. Yet it is not above fifty years fince ſuch have 


deen diſcovered ; though we read, that our early princes and 


nobles wore them in their cars and on their cloaths ; and that

pure gold. Mr. Smith * ſuppoſes this to be part of the trea. 
{ures ſent from Spain, in theſe days; but is it probable tha: 
gold corſelets were ſent to relieve a diſtreſſed people, who 
only wanted powder and ball, and which they ſought ter a: 
an immenſe expence ? Beſides, Sir George Carew, then pre- 
ſident of Muniter, and an indiſputable authority, tells us +, 
that theſe treaſures were in money, ſafely landed by Mac 
Eagan, Apoſtolic Vicar, and by him diſtributed to the Iril) 
chiefs ; nay, he is even minute enough to tell us each per- 
ſon's ſhare. But numbers of theſe, as well as handles ot 
ſwords, and gold of a particular colour and hardneſs, made 
for the purpoſe of lodging the poll-axes of our antient Mare. 
Sluigh, or cavalry, have been frequently found. Of thet: 
corſelets alone, I have ſeen above twenty, and purchaſed one, 
the gold of which was ſo ductile as to roll up, like paper. 
Thele likewiſe prove the reality of our Niagha-Nalc, or 
Knights of the Golden Collar, as well as the ſuperior know- 
ledge of our anceſtors in the natural hiſtory of their country. 
They ſhew the care taken to advance nothing but what was 


ſtrictly true, in our antient hiſtory ; and at the ſame time, 


point out to the public, the great loſs the learned world, as 
well as this kingdom, has ſuſtained by the deſtruction of 10 
many of our antient annals, and the neceſſity of attending 


more diligently to what remain. Even our old odes and bal- 


lads, ſhould not be too flightly regarded. The Biſhop ot |

Harris gives. The great plenty of gold in antient Ireland 
cannot be conteſted. We have teen that part of the furniture 


of Tara was of pure gold, as was molt of the church plate 
through the kingdom: even the bells for the altars were of 


gold, or of ſilver inlaid with gold, and ornamented with pre- 


cions ſtones, many of which exiſted in the laſt century, as 
the learned Colgan witneſſes“; and we yet call them Muil— 
l-an-oir. Nay this luxury extended to private life ; thus, 
the 4 Cownig's, a family in the county of Cork, are, in a very 
antient poem, diſtinguithed from their neighbours, the Y D,. 
rolls, and 6 Flain's, by the epithet of 6 Cobhtaice, na Nard- 
(corn vir, or 6 Cotwhig of the lotty gold drinking cup. Should 
any doubt yet remain of the wealth of antient Ireland, the 
Airigid-Sron, or Noſe- money, being an ounce of gold paid 
annually by the head cf every family, under the Daniſh 
power to theſe tyrants, may, ſurely, remove it.

When I firit propoſed to myſelf the compilation of the fol- 
lowing work, I did not intend the preſent ſubject ſhould ex-

All which I hope may be readily granted without any pre- 
judice to the right of the Iriſh parliaments: there is nothing 
o common, as to have one man claim another man's right: 
and if bare pretence will give a title, no man is ſecure: and it 
will be yet worſe, if when another fo pretends, and J intitt 
on my right, my jult claim thall be turned to my prejudice, 
and to the diſparagement of my title. 

We know very well, that many of the judges of our four- 


- courts have been from time to time ſent out of England; and 


ſome of them may caſily be ſuppoſed to come over hither 
prepoſeſſed with an opinion of our parliament's being ſubordi- 
nate to that of England. Or, at leaſt, tome of them may be 
ſcrupulous, and deſirous of full ſecurity in this point; and on 
their account, and ſor their ſatisfaction, ſuch acts as afore-

God forbid that theſe acts ſhould afterwards be laid hold of

Laſtly, in a parliament held at Drogheda the 10th of Henry 
VII. cap. 22. it is enacted, © that all ſtatutes lato? (that ts as 
che“ learned in the laws expound it, before that time) made 
* in England, concerning the common and public weal of the 
© ſame, from henceforth be deemed effectual in law, and be 
accepted, uſed and executed within this land of Ireland in 
© all points, &c.” |

liament held at Triſtle- Dermot, it was enacted, That all as 
of parliament made in England for puniſhing cuſtomers, con- 
troulers, and ſearchers, for their miſdemeanors ; or for pu- 
niſhment of merchants or factors, be of force here in Ireland. 
provided they be firſt proclaimed at Dublin, Drogheda, and 
other market-towns. | | 

Thus we ſee by what ſteps and degrees all the ſtatutes whic! 
were made in England, from the time of Magna Charta, to the 


1oth of Henry VII. which did concern the public commonwe!!, |

We ſhall not enquire, whether there are not other acts of the 
Engliſh parliament, hoth before and ſince the 1oth of Henry 
VII. which were and are of force in Ireland, thongh nor 
allowed of by parliament in this kingdom. And we thall find, 
that by the opinion of our belt lawyers, there are divers fuch ; 
but then they are only ſuch as are declaratory of the ancien: 
common law of England, and not introductive of any new 
law: for theſe become of force by the firſt general eſtabliſh- 
ment of the common laws of England in this kingdom, under 
Henry II. king John, and Henry III. and need no particular 
act of Ireland for their ſanction. 

As to thoſe Engliſh ſtatutes ſince the 1oth of Henry VIIth, 
that are introductive of a new law, it was never made a quet- 
tion whether they ſhould bind Ireland, without being allowed 
in parliament here; till of very late years this doubt began 
to be moved; and how it has been carried on and promoted, 
ſhall appear more fully hereafter. 

I fay, till of very late years; for the ancient precedents 
which we have to the contrary, are very numerous. Amongſt 
many, we ſhall mention the following particulars. | 

In the 21ſt of Henry VIIIth, an act was made in England, 
making it felony in a ſervant that runeth away with his maſ- 
ter's or miltreſs's goods. This act was not received in Ireland 
ul it was enacted by a parhament held here in the 33d of 
_ Henry VIIIth, c. 5. Sef. 1. 

In the z iſt of Henry VIII. c. 19. there was a law made in 
England, that all lords might diſtrain on the lands of them 
holden, and make their avowry not naming; the tenant, but 
the land, But this was not of force in Ireland till enacted 
here in the 33d of Henry VIII. c. 1. Sei. 1. 

An act was made in England, anno 31 Henry VIII. that 
joint-tenants and tenants in eommon ſhould be compelled to 
make partition, as co-parceners were compellable at common 
law. But this act was not received in Ireland till enacted here, 
anno 33 Henry VIII. c. 10. | 
Anno 27 Henry VIII. c. 10. the ſtatute for transferring uſes 
mo poſſeſſion was made in England ; but not admitted in 
Ireland till 10 Car. 2, Seſ. 2.

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In like manner, the Engliſh ſtatute 33 Henry VIII. c. :. 
directing how lands and tenements may be diſpoſed by will, 
&c. was not of force in Ireland till 10 Car. 2. Sel. 2. 

The act of uniformity of common prayer and adminiſtra. 
tion of the ſacraments was made in England the iſt of El, 
c. 2. but was not eſtabliſhed in Ireland till the 2d of Eliz. c. 2, 
And fo that of England 4 Car. 2. c. 14. was not received in 
Ireland till 17 & 18 Car. 2. c. 6. 

The ſtatute againſt w ilrul perjury made in England 5 Elis. 
c. 9. was not enacted in Ireland till 28 Eliz. c. 1. 

So the Engliſh act againſt witchcraft and ſorcery made; 
Eliz. c. 16. And another at againſt forgery 5 Eliz. c. 14, 
were neither of them in force in Ireland till the 28th of her 
reign, cap. 3, and 4. 

The Engliſh ſtatute againſt piracies was made the 28th of 
Henry VIII. c. 15. but not in Ireland till the 12th of King 
James, c. 2. 

In England an act was made the 27th of Eliz. c. 4. again 
fraudulent conveyances ; but it was not in ſorce in Ireland til 
enacted here the 1th of Charles, c. 3. Seſ. 2. 

In the 15th year of king Charles I. in a parliament hell at 
Dublin, there were ſix Englith ſtatutes made Jaws of this king:

The 
act againſt curſing and ſwearing. 

Theſe, with many more, are to be found in our ſtatute books 
in the ſeveral reigns of Henry VIII. Edward VI. queen 


Elizabeth, king James, king Charles I. and II. and king 
William. But it is not to be found in any records in 


Ireland, that ever any act of parliament, introductive of a 
new law made in England ſince the time of king John, was 


by the judgment of any court, received for law, or put 


in execution in the realm of Ireland, before the ſame was con- 


firmed and aſſented to by the parliament in Ireland. 


And thus I prefume we have pretty clearly made out, 


and plainly ſhewn the ſeveral ſteps by which the Englith 


form of government, and the Engliſh ſtatute laws were re- 


ceived in this kingdom; and that this was wholly by the 


people's conſent in parliament, to which we have had a 
very ancient right, and as full a right as our next neighbours 
can pretend to, or challenge. 


It were endleſs to mention all the records and precedents 


; that might be quoted for the eſtabliſhment of the laws of 
England; I ſhall therefore enter no farther into that matter

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The hand of Engliſh power may be ſaid then to have 
graſped at Iriſh freedom only, under the deteſtable reign cf 
Charles II“. 

In the year 1663 the diſtinctions + between the trade of 
England and Ireland t, and the reſtraints on that of the 
latter commenced. By an Engliſh act paſſed in that year, 
intitled an act“ for the encouragement of trade,” a title not 
very applicable to the parts of it that related to Ireland, be- 
ſides laying a duty nearly equal to a prohibition on cattle im- 
ported into England from that kingdom, the exportation of 
all commodities, except victuals, ſervants, horſes, and falt 
for the fiſheries of New England and Newfoundland, from 
thence to the Englith plantations, was prohibited from the 
25ih of March, 1764. The exports allowed were uſeful to 
them, but prejudicial to Ireland, as they confiſted of our 
people, our proviſions, and a material for manufacture which 
we might have uſed more profitably on our own coaſts, 

In 1670 another act q paiſed in England, to prohibit from 
the 24th of March 1571, the exportation from the Englith 


plantations to Ireland of ſeveral materials for manufactures 9, 


without firtt unloading in England or Wales. We are in- 


{formed by this act chat the reſtraint of the exportation from 


the Engliſh plantations to Ireland was intended by the act ct 
1663 but the intention is not effectuated, though the impor- 
tation of thoſe commodities into Ireland from England, with- 
out firſt unloading there, is, in effect, prohibited by that act. 

The prohibition of importing into Ireland any plantation 
goods, unleſs the ſune had been firſt landed in England, and 
had paid the duties, is made general, without any exception, 


by the Engliſh act of the 7th and 8th W. 3d, ch. 22. 


This I am ſure of, that before theſe acts (cattle, tobacco, and navi 
zation acts) in King Charles II. time, (the eldeſt of which is not ove: 
thirty-ſeven vezrs) there is not one poſitive full precedent to be met with 
in all the ſtatute-book, of an Engliſh a& binding the kingdon of Ireland. 
And on this account we may venture to aſſert, that theſe are at Icaſt 
innovations on us, as not being warranted by any former precedents. 

And ſhall proceedings only of thirty-ſeven years ſtanding, be urged 
againſt a nation, to deprive them of the rights and liberties which ther 
enjoyed for five hundred years before, and which were invaded without 
and againſt their conſent, and from that day to this have been conſtantly 
complained of? Let any Engliſh heart that ſtands fo juſtly in vindication 
of his own. figits and liberties, anfwer this qneſtton, and I have done.

RELATIVE ro IRELAND. Kc! 


By comparing the reſtrictive law of 1699, with the ſta- 
tutes which had been previoutly enacted in England from the 
15th year of the reign of Charles the Second, relative to the 
Colonies, it appears that this reſtrive law originated in a 
ſyſtem of colonization. The principle of that ſyſtem was, 
that the Colonies thould ſend their materials to England, and 
take from thence her manutactures, and that the making thoſe 


manufactures in the Colonies ſhould be prohibited or diſcour- 
uged. But was it reaſonable to extend this principle to Ire- 


land? The climate, growth and productions of the Colonies 


- were different from thoſe of their parent country. England 
had no ſugar- canes, coffee, dying-ſtuff, and little tobacco. 


She took all thoſe from her Colonies only, and it was thought 


* reaſonable that they ſhould take from her only the manutac- 
* tures which the made. But in Ireland, the climate, ſoil, 


growth and productions are the ſame as in England, who 
could give no ſuch equivalent to Ireland as the gave to Ame- 


rica, and was ſo far frontsconſidering her, when this ſyRem 
Frſt prevailed, as a proper ſubject for ſuch regulations, that 


Jn2 was allowed the benefits ariſing from thoſe Colonies equally 


with England, until the 15th year of the reign of King 
Charles “ the Second. By an act paſſed in that year, Ireland 
had no longer the privilege of ſending any of her exports, 
except ſervants, horſes, victuals and ſalt, to any of the Colo- 


nies; the reaſons are aſſigned in the preamble, «© To make 


this kingdom a ſtaple, not only of the commodities of thoſe 
** plantations, but alſo of the commodities of other countries 


and places far the ſupplying of them, and it being the 


_* ulage of other nations to keep their plantation trade to 


„ themſelves +.” At the time of paſſing this law, though 
es liberal ideas in reſpect of Ireland were then entertained, 
it went no further than not to extend to her the benefit of 
thoſe Colony regulations; but it was not then thought that 


this kingdom was a proper ſubje& for any ſuch regulations. 


The ſcheme of ſubſtituting there, inſtead of the woollen, the 


linen trade, was not at that time thought of. The Englith 
were deſirous to eſtabliſh it among themſelves, and by an act 
of parliament f made in that year for encouraging the manu- 


facture of linen, granted to all foreigners who ſhall ſet it up 


in England, the privileges of natural born ſubjects.

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But it appears by the Engliſh ſtatute of the 7th and 8th 
Will. III“. that this ſcheme had not ſucceeded in England 
and from this act it is manifeſt that England conſidered itſelf 
as well as Ireland, intereſted to encourage the linen manu. 
facture there; and it does not then appear to have been 
thought juſt, that Ireland ſhould purchaſe this benefit for 
both, by giving up the exportation of any other manufacture. 
But in 1698 a different principle prevailed ; in effect the ſame, 
ſo far as relates to the woollen manufacture, with that which 
had prevailed as to the commerce of the Colonies. This is 
evident from the preamble of the Ex gliſh law + made in 1699, 
« For as much as wool and wool/cz manufactures of cloth, 
„ ſerge, bays, keri:zs and other ſtuffs, made or mixed with 
« wool, are the greateſt, and moſt profitable commodities of 
« this kingdom, on waich the value of lands and the trade 
© of the nation do chicfly depend; and whercas great quan- 
e tities of like manuſactures have of late been made and are 
« daily encreafing in the kingdom of Ireland, and in th 
& Engl plantations i in America, and are exported from thence 
% to foreign markets, heretofore ſupplied from England, 
„ which will inevitauly fink the valuc of lands, and tend to 
c the ruin of the trade and woollen manufactures of this 
« realm; for the prevention whereof, and for the encourage. 
« ment of the. woollen manufactures in this kingdom, &c.” 

The ruinous conſequences of the woollen manufactures of 
Ireland to the value of lands, trade and manufactures of Eng: 
land, ſtated in this act, are apprehenſions that were enter. 
tained, and not events that had happened; and before thoſe 
facts are taken for granted, I requeſt the miſchiefs recited in 
in the acts t made in England to prevent the importation of 
cattle dead or alive from Ireland, may be conſidered. 

Connecting this preamble of the act of 1699, with the 
ſpeech made from the throne to the parliament of Ireland 
in the year 1698, with the addreſſes of both houſes in Eng- 
land, and with the prohibition, by this and by other a& 
formerly made in England, of exporting wool from Ireland 
except to that kingdom, the object of this new, commercial 
regulation is obvious. It was to diſcourage the woollen 
manufacture in Ireland, and in effect, to prohibit the expor-

In 1667, when the power of the crown 
was not ſo well underſtood as at preſent, the proclamaticn be- 
fore mentioned was publiſhed by the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council of Ireland “, in purſuance of a letter from 
Charles II. by the advice of his council in England, notify- 
ing to all his ſubjects of this kingdom, the allowance of a

And to enforce this order, the Britiſh lords had recourſe 
to the authority of the Barons of the court of Exchequer 
nere, who ordered the Sheriif of Kildare to reſtore Mr 
Anneſley to che poſleſſion of his lands, according to the order 

of the Lords of Great Britain. 

The ſheriff (Alexander Burrowes, Eſq;) Hampden-like, 
refuſed obedience to this illegal order: the barons endea- 
voured to enforce it by the impoſition of heavy fines ; where- 
upon he petitioned the Iriſh Lords for relief, which having 

een reterred to a committee of the houſe, they, on the 28th 
July, 1719, made the ſollowing report, and entered into the 
following reſolutions and proceedings *.

the King's Bench, who then were obliged to attend the 
King wherever he thould be“; and in proceſs of time, when 
his ſucceſſors had ſettled the court of King's Bench after 
another manner, and had forborne to fit there themſelves i: 
perſon, the application which formerly uſed to be made to 
the King who perſided in that court, came of courſe to he 
brought before the Jultices of the court, although the King 
was not there perſonally preſent. And this, as we conceive, 

ave riſe to that cuſtom of removing cauſes, by writs 0 
error, from the King's Bench in being to the King's Bench 
in England; but from hence to infer, that therefore appeals 
from the Parliament of Ireland may be brought before the 
Houſe of Peers in England or Great-Britain, is a conſequence 
for which there appears to be no manner of ground. 

As for the practice of appealing from the High Court ci 
Chancery in Ireland to the Lords of Great Britain, we can 
find but two precedents of ſuch appeals before the late happr 
Revolution, one in 1670, and the other in 1679; and ve 
can account for them no otherwiſe than by obſerving, that 
they happened at a juncture when no oppoſition could be 


given them from this kingdom, becauſe through the preva- 


lency of a Popith intereſt, no parliament had been held her: 


for ſome years before, nor were we then in any likelihood ci 


having any called here for many years to come; nor can ve 
find, that any like ſubſequent appeals from that court have 
any other foundation than thoſe two precedents. 

And ſuch appeals (though they had been of longer ſtand- 
ing, and better founded) yet were never ſuppoſed to prec]ud: 
the King's Majeſty from his right of giving redreſs to his ſub- 
jects of Ireland in his parliament, when aſſembled here, an: 
more than writs of error to the King's Bench in England 
had hindered the like writs from being returnable in the pur. 
liament here. 

And accordi.igly when, by God's blefling on the late happy 
Revolution, this kingdom came to have a parliament, after 
twenty-f1x years intermiſſion, complaints were heard, writs 6. 
error and appeals were received, and proper orders were mac. 
thereon as formerly; nor were they, as far as we can find. 


ever queſtioned, or their validity doubted, till the year 1699 
when two appeals from the parliament here were carried be-

Pore the Lords in England, though no pleadings to the juriſ. 
diction of the parkament of Ireland had been offered or men- 
tioned by either party, on hearing the ſaid cauſes here. 
And though the parliament of Ireland could not then in- 
terpoſe, or any way aſſert their juriſdiction, becauſe it was 


not ſitting, yet the Lords of England declared the ſaid cauſes 
to be Coram non Judice, and without hearing the merits of 
the cauſes, reverſed the decrees that had been made here. 

Upon which occalion, we cannat but obſerve, that the 
parliament of Ireland (as the conſtitution thereof has been 
for ſome hundreds of years) being convencd by the ſame au— 
thority and writs of ſummons, and conſiſting of like members 
and diltint Houſes of Peers and Commons, and the former 
having the ſame athitance and artendance from the Judges of 


the ſeveral courts and Matters of Chancery as in England or 


Great Britain, either ſome record, a& of parliament, or an- 
tient uſage muſt be ſhewn, whereby to make a difference 
(which has never yet been attempted) or elfe, from our very 
"conſtitution it mult, as we conceive, appear, that whatever 
power of judicature is lodged in the Engliſh or Britiſh parlia- 
ment, with reſpect to that kingdom and its inferior courts, 
the ſame mult alfo be allowed to be in the parliament of Ire- 
land, with like reſpe& to the kingdom and courts thereof. 
And it it be looked upon as illegal for any inferior court in 
Great Britain to att in direct oppoſition to, or contempt ot 
the orders and decrees of the Houſe of Lords in parliament 


there aſſembled, the ſame muſt alſo be concluded upon the like 


oppoſition given, or contempt ſhewn, to ſuch parliamentary 


orders and decrees, as are or ſhall be made within this king- 


dom. 

And therefore, in the year 1703, when a parliament of 
eland met on a complaint of Edward, Earl of Meath, and 
ecilia, Counteſs of Meath, his wife, ſetting forth, that dur- 

g the interval of parliament they had, by order of the 

ords in England, been diſpoſſeſſed of the lands that had 

deen here decreed them, the ſaid parliament unanimouſly re - 

Rored the ſaid Earl and Counteſs to the lands they had been 

o diſpoſſeſſed of io eflectually, that neither they nor their 

heirs have been diſturbed in the poſſeſſion of them. 

I we may very juſtly conclude, from the ſtrong reſolu-

their juriſdiction, that they would have proceeded as eſfectually 
d vindicating the decree on the other appeal, if the removal 
o the Lord Biſhop of Derry, the appellant here, and a com-

donderry, the appeliants | tl ! ng! and, had not prevented it. 

Aſter the time ot thoſe two appeals, teveral writs of error 
and appeals were brought into your parliament in this King. 
dom, and among them an appeal wherein Maurice Anncliey, 
Eſq; was reſpondent, which were determined, and the juds. 
ment given on them took effect accordingly. But the ſame 
Maurice Anneſley being reſpondent in an appeal brought lately 
{rom the Chancery ct the Exchequer, before the parliamca: 
of Ireland, by Heſter Sherlock, appellant, after having ap. 
peared to the juriſdiction here, appealed to the Lords ct 
Great Britain, from a decree made here in juſtice to the ap. 
pellant Helter Sherlock, and found ſuch countenance there, 
as has given your loyal ſubjects juſt reaſon to complain c: 
much injury done both to your Majeſty's Prerogative and 
their privileges. 

For it having (after a full and fair hearing) been decrcel 
in your Majeſty” s parhament of Ircland, and accordingly di- 
dered, that the appellant, Helter Sherlock, ſhould be put 
into poſſeſſion of certain lands in the ſaid order named, unt 
the ſhould receive thereout a certain ſum of money to her de. 
creed, to be due and chargeable on the ſaid lands. And thr 
faid decree and order having accordingly been obeyed, and 


put in execution by the then High Sheriff of the county « 


Kildare, to whom the ſaid order was directed; and the aid 
Heſter Sherlock being accordingly in the actual poſſeſſion ©: 
the ſaid lands, the Lord Chief Baron, together with th:

although the only pretence of the ſaid Barons for theſe their

* Mac-Gillipatrick, the Iriſh chieftain of Offory, had received ſome 
injury from the earl of Ormond, or at leaſt found ſome pretence of con- 
plaint againſt the preſent deputy, better known among the ſriſh by the 
name of Piers. the Red. In all the dignity of offended grandeur, he de- 
termined to apply to the king of England for redreſs ; but not with the 
humility of a ſuppliant or a ſubject. His ambaſſador was ſent to the 
court of England to obtain juſtice, or elſe to denounce the vengeance 0! 
an injured potentate. He appeared at the chapel door, when the king w:

ichard had the mortification to find, that the diſtreſs of his 
diery, which had encouraged the adverſary to this inſolence, 
AY could 
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could no longer be concealed, and every day grew more jy, 
tolerable. Numbers ef his men periſhed by famine ; their 
horſes, from want and feverity, grew incapable of ſervice, 
a general gloom ſpread through his camp, and his bravel 
Knights murmured at their tate, who were to periſh in a ſer. 
vice attended with ſo little honour, and ſuch ſevere diſtreh. 
A few ſhips laden with proviſions from Dublin having landed 
on the neighbouring coalt, the famiſhed ſoldiers plunged int 
the ſea, ſeized and rifled them, ſhedding each others blood 
in a furious centeſt for relief. The neceſſity of decamping 
was too apparent, and too urgent to admit of the leaſt delay, 
Richard, with his numerous forces, was compelled to retire 
before an inconſiderable band of enemies whom he had de. 
piſed, who purſued, and inceflantly harraſſed him in hi; 
retreat *. 

It is univerſally acknowledged, that no prince ever broughi 
into this kingdom ſuch an army as Richard II. for reducing 
it, and we ſee he did not ſucceed therein 7. 

Atter reading this account, I xnow not how it can be fail 
that the Iriſh chieftains ſubmitted to Henry II. $ through 
tcar, an affection they appear not to be much influenced by ; the 
moſt probable cauſes tor this tranſaction was pride, malice, 
and, above all, the hopes of revenging public and private in- 
ſults, or ſuppoſed inſults, to the impreſſions of which they 
were exceedingly ſuſceptible; to this aſſertion the following let. 
ter and anſwer, which paſſed in the 14th century, authenticated 
by Cox, will bear no inconſiderable teſtimony.

Four, Sir William Petty in the year 1672 complains not of

— a great loſs to this kingdom; and after we were allowed 
to export our linens to the Britith colonies in America, the 
veſtraints impoſed by the law of 1670 upon our importations 
From thence became more prejudicial, and will be much more 
ſo if ever the late extenſion of our exports to America ſhould, 
under thoſe reſtraints, have any effect; for it is certainly a 
3 diſcouragement to the carrying on trade with any coun- 
try, where we are allowed only to ſell our manufactures and 
| produce, but are not permitted to carry from them directly to 
dur own country their principal manufactures or produce. 
"The people to whom we are thus permitted to ſell, want the 
principal inducement for dealing with us, and the great ſpring 
of commeree, which is mutual exchange, is wanting between 
us. 
As the Britifh legiſlature has thought it reaſonable to ex- 
tend, in a very conſiderable degree, our exportation to their 
122 and has doubtleſs intended that this favour ſhould 
be uſeful to Ireland, it is hoped that thoſe reſtraints on the 
importation from thence, which muſt render that favour of 
üttle effect, will be no longer continued.

At the firſt ſiege of Limerick, a ſmall party of Iriſh, headed 
by the gallant Sarsfeld, cut off a conſiderable body of theſe 
aliens near Cullen, and deſtroyed all the cannon and amu- 
nition, intended for the expediting this work; and in this en- 
terpriſe it is difficult to determine which to admire more, the 
uiſdom of the plan, or the intrepidity with which it was 
executed.

The very beſt view of the political ſtate of this kingdom

Ulſter, made little more impreſſion on the fourth. No force

Sir Ldward Newenkam, in a ſpirited and warmly decided 
ſtrain, conjured the houſe, by all they held dear, to re-allum:

niſtry with contempt and neglect to the nation, and called or 
their warmeſt advocate to deny the aſſertion; ſaid he perfect 
agreed with Mr. Flood, that the addreſs did not go far 
enough, and that he thought the original addreſs a ſer vil. 
echo to the ſpeech. | 

The Provoſt drew a molt pathetic picture of the melancho];

The King is choſen as head of the community, to preſide 
in their councils, and to execute their laws in times of peace: 
aot to controle the one, or make the other; and to conduct 
and command their armies, in times of war. This ſupreme 
Magiſtrate, and chief General they dignitied wich the honours 
and title of Ring. All the rights, powers and privileges re- 
celſary to ſupport the regal rank, and ſovereign digniry of this 
great officer, conſiſtent with the great end of the inſtitution, 


anow called prerogatives of the crown, were annexed; with

an abiolute freedom and exemption to his perton, from all co- 
ercive or oſſenſive acts of violence whatſoever ; except on his 
committing a breach of the wmplicd or written CONTRACT be- 
ween Kix and PeopLe; in which cale, they have reſerved 
to themſelves, and conilantly exerciſed, the power of dethron- 
ing their King, and that of appointing and limiting the ſuz- 
ceſſion to the throne. 

The legiſlative power of the Lords extends to the framing, 
and pailing bills, for all purpoſes of good government; cx- 
cepting the granting taxes, or ſubjidies; ſuch bills malt take 
Tlie in the Commons only, their aſſent and conſent, being of 
original right, firit to be obtained. | LUCAS. 

The el-ion of commoners, to be immediate truſtees and 
apt repreſentatives of the people in parliament, is the heredi- 


tary and indefeaſible privilege of the people. It is the privi- 


lege which they accepted, and which they retain, in exchange 
of their origionally inherent and hereditary right of ſitting 
with the King and Peers, in perſon, for the guardianſhip of 
ſtir own liberties, and the inſtitution of their own laws. 

u Such 
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Such repreſentatives, therefore, can never have it in thy 
power to give, delegate, or extinguiſh the whole, or any par 
of the peoples inſparable and undilimguithable ſhare in the leg 
lative power; neither to impart the tame to any one of the 
other eitates, or to any perions or perſon whatever, either in 
or out of parliament. Where pienepotentaries take upon 
them to aboliſh the authority of their principals; or Where 
any ſecundary agents attempt to defeat the power of they 
primaries; ſuch agents and plenepotentaries defeat their own 
commiſſion, and all the powers of the truſt neceſſarily reren 
to the conſtituents, 

The perſons of theſe temporary truſtees of the people, du. 
ring their ſeſſion, and tor fourteen days before and after 
every meeting, adjournment, prorogation, and diſſolution 9 
parliament, are equally exempted, with the perſons of pcer:, 
trom arreſt and durets cf every ſort. 

They are allo, during their ſeſhon, to have ready accs!, 
to the King or Houle of Lords, and to addreſs or conte 
with them on all occatiions, - 

No member of the Houſe of Commons, no more than 6! 
the Houſe of Peers, ſhall ſuffer, or be queſtioned, or com- 
pelled to witneſs or aniwer, in any court or place whatſoever, 
touching any thing faid or done by himſelt, or others, i- 
parliament; in order that perſect freedom of ſpeech, and 
action, may leave nothing undone for the public weal. 

They have alſo (during ſeſſion) an equal power with tht 

Houſe of Lords, to punith any who ſhall preſume to traduc: 
their dignity, or detract from the rights or privileges c 
any Member of their Houſe. 
They commons form a court of judicature, diſtinct from tlc 
judicature of the Houſe of Lords. Theirs is the peculiar 
privilege to try and adjudge the legality of the election di 
their oven members. They may fine and confine their ov! 
members, as well as others, for delinquency or offence again 
the honour of their houſe. But, in all other matters of ju- 
dicature, they are merely a court of inquifition and preſentment 
and not a tribunal of defenitzve judgment. 

In this reſpect, however, they are extremely formidable 
They conſtitute the grand inque/{ of the nation; for wil 
great and good purpole, they are ſuppoſed to be perfech 
qualified, by a perional knowledge cf what hath been traf 
ated throughout the ſeveral fhires, cities, and borougbs, 
from whence the aſſemble, and which they repreſent. 

Over and above their inquiry into all public grievance: 
uit led Minijters, tranſgrefing Magiſinatet, corrupt Fache and

it arics, Who ſell, deny, cr delay juſtice ; evi! Corrfellcrs 


the crown, who attempt or deviſe the ſubverkon or aitera» 
tion of any part of the conſtitution; with all tack overgrown 
malefactors as are deemed above the reach of inferior courts, 
come under the particular cognizance of the Commons, to be 
by them impeached, and preſented for trial at the bar of 
the Houſe of Lords. And thele inquiinory and judicial pow. - 
ers of the two Houſes, from which no man under the crown 
can be exempted, are deemed a ſufſicient allay and counter- 
poiſe to the whole executive power oi the King by his Mini- 
liters. | 

The legiſlative department of the power af the Commons 
is, in all reſpects, co-cqual with that of the peers. They 
frame any bills at pleaſure for the purpoſes of good govern— 
ment. They exercite a rigat, as the Lords alſo do, to pro- 
pole and bring in bills, tor the amendment or repeal of old 
laws, as well as for the ordaining cr inſtitution of new ones, 
And each houſe alike hath a negative on all bills that are 
Tamed and paſſed by the other, 

But the capital, the incommunicable privilege of the Houſe 
of Commons, ariſes from that holy truſt which their ccnſti- 
tuents repoſe in them; whereby they are impowered to bor- 
row from the people a ſmall portion of their property, in 
order to reſtore it threcfold, in the advantages of peace, 


equal government, and the encouragement oi trade, induſ- 


try, and manfactures. 

To impart any of this truſt would be a breach of the con- 
ſtitution: and even to abuſe it, would be a iclonious breach 
of common honeſty, 

By this fundamental truſt, and incommunicable privilege, 
the Commons have the ſole power over ihe money of the peo- 
ple; to grant or deny aids, according as they thall judge them 
either reqiſite, or unneceſſary to the public ſervice. Theirs is 
the province, and theirs alone, to enquire and judge of the 
leveral occaſions for which ſuch aids may be required, and to 
meaſure and appropriate the ſums to theirsreſpective uſes. 
[heirs alſo is the ſole province of framing all bills or laws 


for the impoſing of any taxes, and of appointing the means 
for levying the ſame upon the people. Neither may the firſt 


or ſecond eſtate, either King or Peerage, propound or do 
any thing relating to thefe matters, that may any way inter- 
tere with the proctedings of the Commons, ſave in their 


| Negative or aſſent to ſuch bills, when preſented to them, with- 
ut addition, deduction, or alteration of any kind.

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Aſter ſuch aids and taxes have been levied and diſpoſed i 
the Commons have the further right of enquiring and «.

The royal aſſent to all other bills is exprefied by the term. 
Le Roy te veut, the King wills it. But, when the Commer;

remerc ier fes loyal ſul jede et ainſi le veut, The King thanks his bn 
ſubjeds and fo will:th. An expreſs acknowledgment that th: 
right of granting or levying monies for public purpoſes, lie 
ſolely, inherently, and incommunicably, in the people and 
their repre entatives. | | 

This capital privilege of the Commons, conſtitutes the 
grand counterpoiſe to the King's principal prerogative ct 
making pcace or war; for how impotent muſt a warlik: 
enterprize prove, without money, which makes the finew: 
thereof; and thus the people and their repreſentatives fil 
retain in their hands the grand momentum of the conſtituticn, 
and of all human affairs. | 

Diſtinguiſhed repreſentatives! Happy People! Immutabiy 
happy, while worthily repreſented. | 

As the fathers of the ſeveral families throughout the king: 
dom, nearly and tenderly comprize and repreſent the perſons, 
cares, and concerns of their reſpective houthoulds ; 10 theſe 
adopted fathers immediately repreſent, and intimately con- 
centrate, the perſons and concerns of their reſpective conl!1- 
tuents, and in them the collective body, or ſum of the nation 
And while theſe fachers continue true to their adopting chi- 
dren, a ſingle ſtone cannot. lapſe from the great fabric of Hie 
conf/Utution. | 

The Three Eſtates in Parliament. | 

With the King, Lords, and Cemmons, in parliament at- 
ſembled, the people have depoſited their /egi/lative or ab/o!ut: 
power, in truſt for their whole body; the ſaid King, Lords, 
and Commons, when ſo aſſembled, being the great repre! 
tative of the whole nation, as if all the people were then con- 
vened in one general aſſembly. 

As the inſtitution, repeal, and amendment of laws, toge: 
ther with the redreſs of public grievances and offences, t 
not within the capicity of any of the three eſtates, diſtinc 
from the others, the frequent holding of Parliaments is the vital 
food, without which the conſtitution cannot ſubſilt. 

The three eſtates originally, when aſſembled in parliamen 


ſat together conſulting in the open field. According!7 * 
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Running Mead, five hundred years ago. King John pallet 
the great charter, (as therein is exprefied) by the advice 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, by the advice cf 
ſeyeral Commoners (by name rectied) et atigrum Haden, 
and of others his faithful people. And in the twenty-firit 
clauſe of the ſaid charter, he covenants, that, “ For having 
«the Common Council of the xinggom to aſſeſs aids, he will caute 
« the Lords ſpiritual and temporal tobe ſummoned by his writs ; 
« and, morcover, he will caute the principal Commoners, er 
«thoſe who held from him in chief, to be generally ſummongd 
« to ſaid parliaments by his Sherids and Bailiffs.“ 

In the ſaid aſſemblies, however, the concourie became f 
great and diſorderly, and the conteſt frequently to higa 
between the ſeveral eſtates, in aſſertion of their reſpect 
prerogatives and priviliges, that they judged it more expe.li- 
eat to ſit apart, and ſeparately to exerciſe the offices ot their 
repetive departments. 

As there is no man, or ſet of men, no claſs or corporatic ag 
no village or city, throughout the kingdom, that is not vir- 
tua ly repreſented by the delegates in parliament, this great 
body politic, or repreſentative f the nation, conſiſts, like the body 
natural, of a head and ſeveral members, which, being endowed 
with different powers for the exerciſe of different o!fiees, 
are yet connected by one main and common intere't, and 

atuated by one life or ſpirit of public reaſer, called the lacvs. 

In all ſteps of national import, the King is to be conducted 
by the direction of the parliament, his great national 
council ; a council on whom it is equally encumbent to con- 
ſult for the King with whom they are connected, and for th: 
people by whom they are delegated, and whom they repre- 
tent. Thus the King is conſtitutionally to be guided by the 
ſenſe of his parliament ; and the parliament alike is conſtitu- 
tionally to be guided by the general ſenſe of the people. Ihe 
two eſtates in parliament are the conſtituents of the King; 
and the people, mediately or immediately, are the conttitu— 
ents of the two eſtates in parliament. 

Now, while the three eſtates act diſtinctly, within their 
reſpective departments, they effe& ana a e reciprocally affected 
by each other. This a&iom and re-adlon produces that ge- 
neral and y Hematic controul which, like conſcience, pervades and 
luperintends the whole, checking and prohibiting evil ſrom 
every part of the conſtitution. And from this confinement ef 
every part of the rule of rig/t reaſon, the great law of liberty 
to all ariſeth. 

For inſtance, the King has the ſole prerogative of making 
war, &c. But then the means are in the bands of the people 
and their repreſentatives. 
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Again, to the Ring is committed the whole ->2ecy;, 
power. But then the miniiters of that power are account, 
to a tribunal, from which a criminal has no appeal or di. 
verance to look for. 

Again, to the King is committed the cognizance vf 
cauſes, But ſhould his Judges or Juſticiaries pervert the 
of righteouſneſs, an inqulition, impeachment, and trial in, 
pends, from whoſe judgment the Judges cannot be exempt 

Again, the King hath a negative upon all bills, where, 
his own prerogatives are guarded from invaſion. But ſh! 
he refuſe the royal aſſent to bills tending to che gord (th 
ſubject, the Commons can alſo with-hold their bills of af 
ment, or annex the rejected bills to their bill ot aids; a 
they never failed to pats in ſuch agreeable company. 

Laſtly, to the King is committed the right of calling . 
two eſtates to parliament. But, ſhould he reſuſe ſo to d 
them, ſuch a refuſal would be deemed ar abdication of !| 
conſtitution; and no one need be told, at this day, hat a1 
dication of the conflitution is an obdication of the throne. 

Thus, while the King acts in conſent with the partiame 
and his people, he is limitleſs, irreſiſtable, omnipotent vj 
earth; he 1s the free wielder of all the powers of a tree au 
noble people; a King throned over ali the Rings cf 
children of mer. But ſhould he attempt to breai: bound 
ſhould he caſt for independence, he finds himſelf h:dped : 


and inaction. 

Hence is imputed to the ſoverzign head, in the cent 
tion of Great Britain, the high and divine attribute, 4 
King can do no wrong ; for he is ſo circumſcribed from -- 
poſſibility of tranſgreſſion, that no wrong can be permit“ 
any King in the conſtuution. 

While the King is thus controuled by the Lords and Cor 
mons; while the Lords are thus controuled by the Come 
and the King, and while the Commons are thus controus 
by the other two eſtates, from attempting any thing to - 
prejudice of the general welfare, the three eſtates ma?

V HEN the murmurs of a people, ſtruggling ſor their rights, 
have been heard even in the quiet retreat of ſcience, we ſhould 
deem it a breach of duty io our countrymen and ourſelves, 
did we neglect to ſecond their virtuous exertions: we are ne— 
ver forward in political conteſts ; we ſhall always be decided 
and ſteady; although we have not been the firſt to complain 
of, yet, we have not been the laſt to feel the repeated injuries 
this country has ſuffered, not only from thoſe who may hare 
ſeparate duties and ſeparate intereſts, but from men who are 
bound by the ſtrongeſt duty, and the deareſt intereſt, to yindi- 
cate its rights, and cheriſh its proſperity. 

he power of binding Ireland by acts ef a foreign legilla 
ture, is what nothing but a ſpirit of arrogance or oppreſſion 
would inſiſt upon; nothing but the moſt abject ſervility jubmil 
to; for we cannot ſuppoſe, that the appearance of a clam 
which iritates the whole body of the people, would be re 
tained, unleſs there was an intention of enforcing this chan 
hereafter ; we are therefore convinced, that an expreſs decla- 
ration of rights, is the only meaſure upon which this count!] 
can build its legiſlative independence, and that a rejuctanc 
to aſſert the conſtitution of the land, may furniſh Great hr.

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our rights, when the object is likely to be obtained with the 
leaſt ſtruggle. 

The inſecure attachment of Ireland to the crown of Eug- 
land at a former period, furniſhed a pretext for diveſting the 
houſes of parliament of their right to originate bills, unleſs 
previouſly certified into England under the great ſeal of this 
kingdom; now, as the loyalty of this country for feveral 
centuries paſt, ſo often tried, and fo often acknowledged, has 
removed every cauſe of diſtruſt, we conceive that this injuri- 
ous and humiliating reſtriction ſhould alfo ceaſe. ; 

The dependance of the judges of Ireland on the will of 
the ſovereign, muy, in the hands of an aſp'ring monarch, 
prove a powerful initrument of oppreſſion; now, hol ding our- 
ſelves entitled to every conſtitutional ſecurity which our {ilter 
kingdom poſſeſſes, we conſider it neceſſary that the judges of 
this kingdom ſhou'd be made equaily independent with thoſe 
of Great Britain. 

But ſince every advantage which could reſult from theſe re- 
formations mult be precarious, as long as a perpetual mutiny 
bill exiſts, by which, force may be made to ſupercede right, 
and the ſoldiery of Ireland are ſubjected to trial and puniſhment 
by any future articles of war, which the king and privy 
council of Great Britain may think proper to adopt; we are 
perſuaded, that every conceſſion muſt be imperfect, un: ct; 
accompanied with the repeal of ſo dangerous a law. 

We therefore expect you will exert your molt ſtrenuous ef- 
forts, to obtain a declaration of the rights of Ireland; a re- 
peal or ſatisfactory explanation of the law of Poyning's ; an 
act tor making the tenure of the judges independent of the 
crown; and a repeal of the perpetual mutiny bill. 

We declare, That theſe are our fixed and unalterable ſenti- 
ments, and we are convinced that nothing ſhort of the requi- 
tions herein contained, can be, in any degree, ſatisfactory to 
the people of Ircland. 

It is our wiſh to render the connection between this country 
and Great Britain, as cloſs and permanent as poſſible, and 
we are perſuaded that this is only to be accompliſhed by aboliſh- 
ing all uſurped authority of the one over the other, and re- 
moving every invidious diſtinction between the conſtitutions 
of two countries, equally entitled to be tree.

and timely avowal of the decided ſentiments of the Iriſh n. 
tion, will be the moſt effectual means of preventing all future 
jealouſy between us and our ſiſter kingdom, and, that it 1 
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beſt tend to cement that union of hearts and ſentiments be- 
tween the ſubjects of the two countries, ſo devoutly to be 
withed for by every friend to either, and ſo indiſpenſably ne- 
ceſſary to the real happineſs and proſperity of both, have 
thought it neceſſary to make the following ſolemn and unani- 
mous declarations, to which we have aflixed our names, and 
by which we will abide : 

That the people of Ireland are a Free People, firmly at- 
tached by every tie of intereſt and of duty, to the mainte- 
nance of their conſtitutional rights, zcalouily loyal to the 
King, and ſincerely affectionate to their Britith fellow ſubjeRs, 

That it is the undoubted privilege, and unalienable right 
of a free people to make Jaws tor themſelves, and to be hound 
by no laws but only ſuch, to which, by their repreſentatives in 
parliament, they have given conſent. 

That the exerciſe of the power of legiſlation by any fo- 
reign legiſlature, is degrading to the country over which ſuch 
power is exerted, ſubverſive of its liberties, calculated to 
break down the ſpirit of its people, and ſufficient to reduce 2 
great kingdom to the contemptible ſituation of a tributary 

rovince. | 

That the King, Lords, and Commons of Ireland are the 
legiſlature thereof, competent ſolely, and in excluſion of every 
other power upon earth, to make laws to bind this kingdom; 
and that every attempt by any other body of men to exerciſe 
this right, is unconſtitutiona), and ought to be reſiſted. 

That the claim of the Britiſh parliament to bind this king- 
dom by laws, is a claim diſgraceſul and unproductive ; diſ- 
graceful to us, becauſe it is an infringement of our conſtitu- 
tion; unproductive to Great Britain, becauſe the exerciſe of 
it will not be ſubmitted to by the people of Ireland. 

That the members of the houſe of commons are the repre- 
ſentatives of, and derive their power ſolely from, the peop'e. 
That it is their indiſpenſable duty to redreſs the grievances, 
and to gratify the wiſhes of the people. That in this firm 
perſuation, we do expect from them a declaration of right; 
we recommend this great object to them as the humble, but 
earneſt requeſt of an unanimous nation, whole liberty they 
are delegated to protect, and at whoſe tribunal they are ac- 
countable for their conduct; and we pledge ourtelves to them, 
and to each other, to ſupport with our lives and fortunes, any 
meaſures which they may deem expedient to adopt in ſupport 
of theſe our undoubted rights.

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That the independence of Judges is equally eſſential to 
the impartial adminiſtration of juſtice in this kingdom as in 
Great Britain; that it is a national object of the firſt impor. 
tance, and of which we recommend it ſtrenuoufly to our re- 
preſentatives in parliament, never to loſe fight; and that we 
took up with peculiar confidence for the attainment of this 
valuable acquiſition to the ſame Iriſh Miniſters, to whoſe faith- 
tr} repreſentations and ſucceſsful efforts we are indebted, for 
that other bulwark of our conſtitution and liberties, the habeas 
corpus act. 

That, as the Grand Jury of this city were among the ſore- 
moſt in expreſſions of gratitude for the commercial favours 
conferred upon the people of Ireland, by the liberal hand of 
their fifter kingdom, ſo ſhould they conſider themſelves want- 
ing in that duty which they owe to their fellow-citizens and 
their country, if they failed to aſſert their commercial rights, 
if they did not declare that the ports of this kingdom are of 
right open to all foreign countries not at war with the King;

reſſion of a century was inſufficient to extinguiſh.

Let this auſpicious zra, which at once reſtore 
us to the poſſeſſion of our conſtitution, and to the arms 
of our magnanimous ſiſter, be ever recorded in the anna 
of this country; and let the glory which ſurrounds it diffuſe it 
light to illuminate ſucceeding ages; let ſtructures ariſe to 
commemorate the tranſactions of this eventful period, and te 
hold up an example to ſtimulate poſterity to an emulation dt 
the virtues of their anceſtors, and religiouſly to preſerve tht 
ſacred truſt tranſmitted to them inviolate and uncontaminated: 
let the whole nation pour inthe voluntary tribute of its o__ 
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that every man who aililled in the attainment of the object may 
have the gratification of contributing to the meaſure which 1s 
to record it, and that as the cauſe is national, ſo ſhould the 
monument. TY 

Amidſt theſe effuſions of public exultation; amidſt theſe 
records of the glorious events of this memorable æra; while 
we pay every tettimony of heart- felt gratitude to thoſe ever-to- 
be- honoured Senators, who, ſuperior to all temptation, have 


boldly ſtood forth in vindicating the rights of, their country; 


while we offer every tribute of particular veneration to the 
illuſtrious leader of the Volunteers of Ireland, the Far! of: 
Charlemont, we ſhould be wanting to our own feelings, 10 
our ſenſe of juſtice, and to what we are convinced is the 
unanimous ſenſe of the nation, did we not hold up that 
great and exalted character, Henry Grattan, as the object cf 
peculiar commemoration and dillinguiſhed national reward. It 
was the capacious genius of that honour to his country and 
mankind, which firſt conceived the practicability of reſcuing his 
native land from oppreſſion; it was the power of his ſplendid 
abilities which rouzed the public mind, and called forth all 
the talents. and all the virtue in the nation to his aid; 
it was his perſeverance which, with ſuch an aid, irreſiſtibly, 
bore down all oppoſition to the parliamentary declaration, 
and the Britiſh recognition of our conſtitution. Services like 
theſe are ſo blended with, and ſorm ſo leading a feature in the 
hiſtory of the times, that one cannot be commemorated with- 
oat the other, nor can any monument record the effect without 
diſtinguiſhing the cauſe. But we ſhould not ſtop here; the 
Duke of Marlborough received Blenheim from the Britiſh 
aation, as a tribute of gratitude for his military ſucceſs; but 
as much as liberty is more valuable than conqueſt, ſo are the 
ſervices of a - Grattan ſuperior to thoſe of a Mariborough ; 
and we truſt · the charaQeriſtic generoſity of theIriſh will not 
be inferior to that of Britain, in proportion to her ability. 
The reward to the individual is united to the political encou- 
ragement held out to public virtue, and if a nation thould err 
in its retribution for dillinguithed ſervices, its error {ſhould ever 
be on the fide of liberality. 

Impreſſed with theſe opinions, we did intend to recom- 
mend it to your conſideration, to apply in your capacity as 
irecholders to the Sheriffs of your reſpective counties, to 
convene public meetings, for the purpoſe of inſtructing your 
repreſentatives in parliament, to confer an adequate, national 
reward on that truly deſerving character; but findi-g the 
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fubjet was laſt night mentioned in the houſe of commons by 
a very reſpectable member, and is ſoon to be taken under 
parliamentary conſideration, we have only to expreſs our wiſh, 
that every county in the kingdom may be convened to ſanc- 
tify, by their approbation, the conduct of their repreſentatives 
on this occaſion, and evince, that it is equally the deſire cf 
the people and the legiſlature. 

While we falicitate you on the glorious proſpects which 
now begin to open in this country; while we view with 
wonder and exultation the tide of goed fortune which poured 
in at once upon the Iriſh nation and the empire at large, we 


cannot but particularly intreat you not to relax your military 


deſcipline; we have now a coſtitution as well as property to 
defend againſt the common enemy; let us remember too, 
that there 1s a public ſpirit and a high ſenſe of honour an- 
nexed to the Volunteer inſtitution, which, we have found the 
great ſupport and incentive to national virtue; and which, 
having already made corruption ſink before it, can alone pre- 
vent its riſing again into exiſtence. 

The late happy change in his Majeſty's meaſures and 
Miniſters in Ireland, as well as Great Britain, ſeems the 
harbinger of proſperity and indiſſoluble union to both 
kingdoms; and we trult, that gratified in all thoſe par- 
ticulars mentioned in the late addreſſes of our parhament, 
the people of this country will (as well as the legiſlature) aſfure 
his Majeſty, that while England adheres to the principle 
manifeſted in her preſent eonduct, no conſtitutional queſtion 
between the two nations will any longer exiſt, which can 
interrupt their harmony; and that we will ſhew our ſiſter— 
kingdom and the world, that a government founded on the 
broad baſis of liberty, of purity, and public opinion, will 
ſtand unſtaken upon the ſupport of the nation, and riſe ſu- 
perior to all the arts of corruption.

The arm of authority is learning ro unbend the chains which 
bigotry hath long rivetted; the mind is beginning to reſume 
a ſenſe of its native excellence, and the belt conſequences may 
be expected. 

We heartily partake with the friends of civil liberty, alſo, 
in the great ſelf-complacence which they mult at preſent enjoy, 
from the flattering proſpects of ſucceſs in their virtuous ſtrug- 
gles. And we ſincerely congratulate our fellow-citizens in 
this kingdom, in particular, upon the extenſive unanimity, 
the firmneſs, and the moderate and generous ſpirit of their 
late reſolves, We ſee baneful counſellors ſkulking from the 
merited vengance of an injured people, and corruption totter- 
ing to its fall; we ſee the hand of jultice ready to diſtribute 
equal privileges to all his Majeſty's ſubjects, and true policy 
anxious to unite the Britiſh empire in mutual confidence, 
proſperity, and peace; we ſee our ancient enemies trembling 
at the force which economy, patriotiſm, and union, are 
likely to bring againſt them; and we rejoice.
